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'More openness' 
at village meetings 
sought by trustee

Substantial revisions in Wheeling 
Vil- 


lage Board policy are being proposed by 
Trustee John Koeppen to encourage 
more citizen participation. 


In a series of proposals presented dur- 


ing a committee meeting, Koeppen 
called 'for an open forum period at each 
weekly village board meeting. Originally, 
the trustee proposed that this open dis- 
cussion period be built into the village 
board committee meetings, which take 
place before the regular board meeting. 


Trustee Ron Bruhn, however, sug- 


gested that the board set aside a half- 
hour discussion period during the board 
meeting. He said that from 8-8:30 p.m. 
each Monday, residents would be able to 
address the board on any topic. 


"If no one speaks, then go right to the 


next item," he said. 


TRUSTEE DON JACKSON strongly 


endorsed the idea, noting the village's 
reputation for having a "closed ap- 
proach" to the people. "I think perhaps 
we should lean a little the other way, 
at 


least for the meanwhile," he said. 
"We've got to get people coming, period, 
anyway we can get them." 


Village residents have continually com- 


plained that it is difficult to speak during 
the board's regular meetings. Currently, 
residents are required to request per- 
mission to address the board by noon of 
the Friday before the meeting. During 
recent village board accountability ses- 
sions, residents requested that the 
trustees provide an easier way for resi- 
dents to communicate with the board. 


Koeppen also suggested that the vil- 


lage board adopt the policy of two read- 
ings for any ordinance passed by the 
trustees. He said that an ordinance

would be read at the first board meeting 
and then put.on "public inspection" for a 
week. After reading the ordinance for a 
second time, the village board would 
vote on the matter. 


THE TRUSTEES IN Koeppen's com- 


mittee said they favored the two read- 
ings. They said, however, that an emer- 
gency provision should be written into 
this policy to allow critical matters to be 
approved in one reading. 


As part of this system, Koeppen sug- 


gested that the village board vote on zon- 
ing and planning recommendations be- 
fore they are prepared in ordinance form 
by the village attorney. Currently all rec- 
ommendations are prepared in ordinance 
form before being voted on by the board. 


"I think we are wasting a little time 


there," Koeppen said. 


Bruhn said the board's present system 


of dealing with recommendations pro- 
vides an informal second reading for zon- 
ing and planning ordinances. "This is the 
time we have really given the second 
reading, "he said. 


Koeppen also called for a restructuring 


of the board's committee system. The 
board's six committees are now made up 
of one chairman and two committee 
members. Two meetings often are held 
simultaneously, restricting the trustees' 
participation in other committees. 


ACCORDING TO KOEPPEN'S propos- 


al, the committees would be changed to 
include all six trustees. The village man- 
ager would chair the committee meet- 
ings since he does most of the follow-up 
work on committee projects. 


Finally, Koeppen asked that a routing 


sheet be started to keep track of the stat- 
us of various developments in the vil- 
lage, He said the check-sheet would foT- 
low a project from annexation to zoning 
to hearings before the plan commission. 


"When it is all done at the end, the 


developer signs it and the village 
man- 


ager signs It," Koeppen said. He said 
that whenever someone has a question 
about a development, it will be easy to 
refer to the status sheet. 


KOEPPEN IS PREPARING all four 


proposals for formal presentation to the 
board next week. He said that while he 
does not expect any opposition to his pro- 
posals, he will welcome any suggestions 
or constructive criticism of the sug- 
gested policy changes. 


According to Koeppen, he has been 


thinking about these revisions for some 
time, but said the recent accountability 
sessions prompted his proposals. "A lot 
of this was brought to light with the in- 
formation sessions," he said.

Employe law not what VMS promised?

A news analysis 


Wheeling employes may not be getting 


what they bargained for if the Career 
Employe Ordinance now under study by 
the village board is passed in its present 
form. 


The ordinance was originally proposed 


as a way to remove firings, suspensions 
and demotions from the political arena 
by establishing an appeal board to re- 
view such actions. The appeal board was 
to have final authority in these matters. 


The employes requested the ordinance 


three years ago, and their request was 
finally approved by the village board 
during negotiations last spring. The 
trustees have been working on the ordi- 
nance since that time. 


IN ITS PRESENT form, the ordinance 


does not give the review board final au- 
thority over firings, demotions or suspen- 
sions. Instead the board is set up as a 
recommending'body, with no statement 
as to who shall'have the final authority 
over such matters. 


The rough draft presented to the Wage 
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and Salary Committee Monday night 
merely states that the appeal board's 
purpose is "to conduct hearings, when 
requested in writing, in any matter 
which shall affect the earnings of an em- 
ploye ..." 


It further states that the findings and 


"recommendation" of the board be sent 
to the employe involved and the depart- 
ment head. Written notice of the final 
decision shall be sent to the employe, de- 
partment head, village manager and 
board of trustees. 
' 
' 


According to August Lockefeer, chair- 


man of the Wage and Salary Committee, 
the rough draft does state that the final 
authority on such decisions rests with the 
appeal board. He cited a passage which 
states "no rehearing, reconsideration, 
modification, vacation or alteration of a 
decision of the board shall be allowed." 


VILLAGE ATTY, Paul Hamer, how- 


ever, said this passage means that the 
board itself cannot alter its decision once 
it is reached. It does not specifically 
state that the board's decisin shall be 
binding on the village. 
' 


This passage was also cited by Village 


Mgr. George Passolt, who said he was 
under the impression that the board 
would have final authority over firings, 
demotions and suspensions. 


At a previous review of the rough 


draft, both Passolt and Trustee! William 
Hein argued that the review board 
should not be given final authority on 
such matters. They said this would un- 
dermine the village manager's authority. 


The two argued that the appeal board' 


should be set up as an advisory body that 
would make recommendations to either 
the village manager or the village board. 
This would return the right to fire, de- 
mote or suspend to the village manager, 
and thus defeat the employes' purpose 


specifically state who will have final1 au- 
thority. That power now belongs to the 
village manager. 


Other trustees have argued strongly in 


favor of giving the appeal board final au- 
thority on firings, demotions and suspen- 
sions. They said the board should be 


viewed as a binding arbitration board 
similar to those used by labor unions. 


The Wage and Salary Committee is 


scheduled to review the proposed ordi- 
nance before meeting with the board to 
make further suggestions and recom- 
mendations.

THE COMMITTEE' of Concerned Par- 


ents of Dist. 21 recently completed a pre- 
liminary survey of a sample of nine text- 
books, supplements and sets of study 
prints being used in the district to sup- 
port their contention that sexist mate- 


rials exist in local schools. The com- 
mittee has also requested that the dis- - 
trict make its own formal survey. 


The committee defines sexism as "so- 


cial, factors, pressures placed on human 
beings, learned behavior, attitudes and 
expectations that define people according 
to their sex." 


The parents feel that all materials re- 


viewed hi the survey are written in such 
a manner that they reinforce such sex 
stereotypes. 


The Dist. 21 school board is the first in 


the area to be approached by a parent 
group formally requesting a policy on the 
use of sexist materials. However, all ma- 
terials to which the local group objects 
are used in many other school districts. 
The committee has emphasized that 
Dist. 21 has been singled out for criti- 
cism only because their children are in 
/local schools.

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Palatine boy, 7, 
latest Reye's 
Syndrome case

Another Northwest suburban boy has 


been hospitalized with Reye's Syndrome, 
a rare childhood disease that has killed 
nine children in the Chicago area in the 
last month. 


Thomas Haas, 7, of Palatine, was list- 


ed in satisfactory condition yesterday at 
Children's Memorial Hospital in Chicago. 
The boy, who lives at 139 S. Elm St., was 
transferred there Sunday from North- 
west Community Hospital in Arlington 


"We were lucky," said Jane Haas, the 


boy's mother. "We caught it at borne. He 
started to act like he was drunk and dis- 
oriented and immediately we took him to 
the hospital." 


An 11-year-old Des Plaines boy whose 


name hospital officials will not release 
also is listed in satisfactory condition 
with the disease at Children's Memorial. 
He has been hospitalized since Feb. 15, 
according to a spokesman. 


But Dale Chany, 14, of Arlington 


Heights and Donald Rohrich Jr., 13, of 
Elk Grove Village, were not as lucky. 
Both boys and seven other Chicago area 
children have died from the disease. 


SOME DOCTORS have predicted the 


threat of the disease is lessening because 
flu is moving out of (he Chicago area. 
Yesterday spokesmen for the four North- 
west suburban hospitals said they have 
had no new cases of the Syndrome. 


Doctors stress that the disease is not 


contagious, but it usually follows a virus 
infection like influenza-B or chicken pox. 
Reye's Syndrome, named after an Aus- 
tralian doctor who discovered it in 1963, 
has been found in children aged 6 months 
to 18 years old. 


According to Dr. C. Kafflck, affiliated 


with the Illinois Department of Public 
Health, the disease causes a swelling of 
the brain and a breakdown in the kidney 
and liver. Poisons usually eliminated 
from the body by these organs then af- 
fect the brain, causing convulsions and 
coma, be said. 


There is no prevention or treatment for 


the disease. By using intravenous fluids 
and blood transfusions, doctors try to 
stabilize the patient's condition, Kallick 
said. 


MRS. HAAS said Tom, a second-grader 


at Paddock School in Palatine, had flu 
symptoms last Friday and was treated 
by a doctor with penicillin. Sunday at 
about 3 p.m., she said, he couldn't walk 
straight or focus his eyes. 


Disorientatlon, strange behavior and 


lethargy are symptoms of the disease, 
according to doctors. Doctors say severe 
stomach pains and persistent vomiting 
also are indications, but Mrs. Haas said 
Tom did not experience either of these. 


Schools throughout the Northwest sub- 


urbs have reported an increase in ab- 
sentees due to flu and chicken pox. Prin- 
cipal Earlee-Leaf said more than twice 
the usual number of children are absent 
with the flu at Paddock School.

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Kissinger begins 'toughest' visit 
to Mideast, starting in Damascus 


DAMASCUS (UP1) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger arrived in 
Damascus Tuesday night hoping and ex- 
pecting to get a list of Israeli war prison- 
ers that will open the way for direct 
talks between Syria and Israel — the 
next step toward Middle East peace. 


Damascus is Kissinger's first Middle 


East stop on his fourth and toughest visit 
to the area. 


A senior American official in his party 


said Kissinger hopes to fly on to Jerusa- 
lem today with enough information to en- 
courage the Israelis to respond. 


There, Kissinger will be seeking a defi- 


nite Israeli promise for separation of 
troops along the Golan Heights — where 
Israel penetrated to within artillery 
range of Damascus during the October 
war — to bring back to Damascus. 


Israel Is seeking a list of up to 80 pris- 


oners believed captured in the war and 
permission for the Red Cross to visit 
them as a condition for talks on troop 
disengagement. 


What Kissinger gets from Syrian Pres- 


ident Hafez Assad will not be announced, 
American officials said, before the secre- 
tary gives it to Israeli Prime Minister 


HENRY KISSINGER arrived in Syria yesterday on what 
he called his most difficult Middle East mission yet — 
getting 
Israel and Syria together to 
discuss dis- 


engagement on the volatile Golan Heights front. 


Golda Meir. She must then decide with 
the Israeli cabinet whether it is sufficient 
to present a plan for disengagement. 


While the Israeli cabinet debates the 


troop separation plan, Kissinger intends 
to fly to Cairo Thursday for talks with 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, who 
led the way toward a new peace after the 
October war by negotiating an agree- 
ment for separating opposing forces 
along the Suez Canal. 
, 


The official said Kissinger would like 


to return to Israel on Friday to get the 
Israeli separation plan, which he would 
then take back to Damascus. 


In another Mideast development, an Is- 


raeli bus was captured by Egyptian sol- 
diers after straying into Egyptian territo- 
ry with 28 American Jews touring the 
Sinai front, but it was released eight 
hours later, a U.N. spokesman said. 


The bus was captured around noon af- 


ter the driver went too far down a nar- 
row road in an attempt to turn around, 
the Israeli military command had report- 
ed. 


A military spokesman said there may 


have been 40 persons aboard the civilian 
Egged Co. tour bus. 


Congressmen say crisis isn't over

Several Congressmen — with Senate 


Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield the 
most outspoken — sharply disagreed 
Tuesday with President Nixon's asser- 
tion that the energy crisis has passed. 
Mansfield demanded that Nixon impose 
nationwide gasoline rationing immediate- 
ly. 


Nixon told a news conference Monday 


eight he believed waiting lies would be- 
come shorter in the spring and summer 
months, and that there was a "much bet- 
ter than even chance" there will be no 
rationing. 


But Mansfield told reporters: "I don't 


agree with him the crisis is over. The 
lines are still there. It's a matter of dis- 
tribution ... but the shortage remains, 
and so does the crisis." 


Mansfield said rationing should be im- 


posed immediately under the Korean 
War emergency act of 1950 "for the 
equity of all our people, the rich, the 
poor and the in-between." 


Federal energy director William E. 


Simon told a Senate hearing that when 
Nixon downgraded the energy shortages 
from a "crisis" to a serious "problem," 
he was talking about the prospect of 
shorter waiting lines at service stations. 


"I'll say this, Mr. Simon," Sen. Henry 


M. Jackson, D-Wash., shot back. "We 


will have to dig a big bomb shelter for 
you by April, if the lines are longer." 


House Speaker Carl Albert also dis- 


agreed with Nixon, saying "there is still 
a genuine crisis." House Democratic 
leader Thomas P. O'Neill Jr., Mass., 
said Congress was trying to meet its re- 
sponsibility of fighting the energy fuel 
shortage and he was disappointed Nixon 
said he would veto the emergency bill, 


"It is all very well for President Nixon 


to say the energy crisis is over," O'Neill 
said. "He doesn't have to wait in gas 
lines." 


But Simon, testifying before a Senate 


government operations 
subcommittee 


considering legislation that would create 
a federal energy research and devel- 
opment administration, endorsed Nixon's 
prediction that waiting lines will shorten. 


Nixon did not mean that supplies will 


increase substantially, especially if the 
Arab oil embargo continues, Simon said. 
But continued citizen conservation and 
improved federal allocations will make a 
difference, he said. 


In other energy developments: 
• Delivery 
of 
government-ordered 


emergency gasoline supplies began, eas- 
ing the crunch in some states, while New 
York began a mandatory alternate-day 
rationing program that generally met 
with approval. 


• The American Automobile Associ- 


ation said its survey of 5,261 stations na- 
tionwide indicated the gasoline shortages 
appear to be worsening, especially along 
the Atlantic Coast and Pacific North- 
west. 


• Big Oil and Big Auto were hit with 


new attacks, Ralph Nader saying the 
major oil companies were attempting to 
kill smaller competition at both whole- 
sale and retail levels at the expense of 


the consumer, and Bradford Snell — as- 
sistant counsel of the Senate Antitrust 
Subcommittee — saying Americans are 
particularly vulnerable to the fuel short- 
age because automakers have used eco- 
nomic power to destroy or cripple mass 
transit systems. Based on his five-year 
study of the industry, he said the Big 
Three automakers were "locked into big 
car production" at the expense of cheap- 
er and cleaner transportation.

Food at an all-time high; 
neiv spat brews over wheat

The American consumer was hit with 


more bad news Tuesday: conformation 
that the annual grocery bill is continuing 
to spiral out of sight, and a new battle 
between wheat growers and bakers over 
whether there's enough wheat to keep 
the country in bread and cereal. 


The typical family's yearly grocery bill 


increased $30 in January to a record an- 
nual rate of $1,680, the Agriculture De- 
partment reported. 


This 1.8 per cent jump from December 


exceeded the previous record of $1,653 
set last August when the cost increased 
by $27, or 1.6 per cent. The new annual 
rate of $1,680 was also $305, or 22 per 
cent, above the average cost a year ago. 


The figures represent what the Agri- 


culture Department considers the price 
that must be paid by a hypothetical aver- 
age household of 3.2 persons for a selec- 
tion of U.S. farm-produced foods. 


Tuesday's report showed the grocery 


price up for the third consecutive month 
following a two-month dip last fall. 


The January retail price increase was 


spurred by a seoond consecutive month 
of rising farm prices, 
"particularly 


sharp" rises in the farm prices for beef 
cattle, chickens, wheat, potatoes and to- 
matoes. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 


joined members of the American Bakers 
Association in charging that the adminis- 
tration's liberal wheat export policy 
could lead to a bread shortage this 
spring. 


But the National Association of Wheat 


Growers said the bakers were making 
"grossly misleading claims," and that 
government curbs on exports would "re- 
duce prices to farmers, enhance profits 
to the baking industry and do nothing to 
lower the price of bread to the con- 
sumer." 


Jackson, addressing a rally of the bak- 


ers association, drew applause when he 
said "there is an arrogance at the USDA 
in which they take pride in saying 'we 
don't know' " what the impact of current 
wheat export commitments might be.

Sources close to the investigation told 


UPI, however, it was "possible, even 
probable" that one or more of the de- 
fendants in the case would ask for Nix- 
on's sworn testimony. 


Nixon, meanwhile, citing the threat of 


similar attempts by courts across the 
land, formally declined a subpoena to ap- 
pear as a witness in the California crimi- 
nal trial of his former White House do- 
mestic adviser, John D. Ehrlichman. 


The President's chief Watergate law- 


yer, James St. Clair, said in a letter to 
Chief Judge Harold Greene of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Superior Court that 
Nixon's appearance, "would open the 


door for unfettered and wholesale impo- 
sition upon the office of the President by 
the courts of each of the 50 states." 


On another front, the House Judiciary 


Committee has made its first request for 
confidential evidence in its inquiry into 
possible impeachment of the President, 
and is now awaiting a reply. Several con- 
gressmen, both Republican and Demo- 
cratic, said they thought Nixon failed in 
his Monday news conference to spread 
much light on just how much he would 
cooperate with the committee. 


On election contributions, Nixon's close 


friend, Charles "Bebe" Rebozo said in 
sworn testimony that the only person 
with whom he discussed a $100,000 contri- 
bution from billionaire Howard Hughes 
was Nixon's personal secretary, Rose 
Mary Woods. He said the President was 
not aware a Hughes aide made the two- 
part contribution in 1969 and 1970. 


AFTER THREE days exploring the 
possibility of settling in Norway, ex- 
iled Russian author Alexander Sol- 
zhenitsyn left Oslo by train for a re-

Wounded Knee-A long road to full restoration 


WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (UPI) - One 


year ago today, a caravan of cars wound 
through the rolling hills of the Pine 
Ridge Indian Reservation Into this ham- 
let, scene of the storied 1890 massacre of 
Chief Big Foot and his band of 200 Sioux 
followers. 


As the cars stopped armed members of 


the militant American Indian Movement 
alighted and systematically "occupied" 
the village trading post, museum and Sa- 
cred Heart Catholic Church, a highspired 
white frame landmark. 


It was the start of a 71-day armed con- 


frontation which would draw hundreds of 
newsmen and brand the AIM forces as 


"armed insurgents" in the view of feder- 
al authorities and "renegades and van- 
dals" in the eyes of Oglala Sioux Tribal 
President Dick Wilson. 


The occupation left the village a 


shambles and divided the Indian popu- 
lation as nothing had before in the recol- 
lection of older residents. 


The twisted wreckage of the trading 


post, burned down during the occupation, 
lies untouched. The concrete basement 
walls of the church yawn atop the hill 
where the militants dug their bunkers. 
The church itself burned to the ground 
from unknown causes two months after 
the occupation. 


A new start has been made. A 25-unit 


housing project which was interrupted by 
the occupation has been completed, and 
a new community hall has been built. 


The post office, formerly in the burned 


out trading post, has been reestablished 
in a house trailer. 


But the road to full restoration seems 


long to the Oglala Sioux. 


There is an undercurrent of anxiety 


among the residents, who fear the possi- 
bility of another confrontation. 
, 


Francis Randall, former Wounded 


Knee community chairman, said: "The 
community is divided. Some are AIM 
supporters and some aren't and there 
are going to continue to be fights. 


The community's fear of a con- 


frontation on the anniversary date prob- 
ably is groundless. AIM leader Russell 
Means, in a telephone interview on the 
eve of the anniversary, said there might 
be no observance at all. 


He said he had received calls from 


several residents of Wounded Knee "ask- 
ing AIM not to come because of fear that 
fighting would break out between AIM 
members and (BIA) Bureau of Indian 
Affairs police." 


Tribal officials under Wilson said AIM 


members would be held to provisions of 
a tribal ordinance forbidding gatherings 
of more than five persons.

Buffalo Grove officials said no further

Ex-Hoffman trustee Gibson 
sentenced to 1 year in jail

Herbert C. Gibson was sentenced to 


one year in prison and three additional 
years on probation yesterday for his role 
in the Hoffman Estates zoning bribery 
scandal. 


He appeared yesterday efore U.S. Dis- 


trict Court Judge Frank McGarr. 


Gibson, 46, of 1816 Jamestown Circle, 


Hoffman Estates, is to surrender to fed- 
eral marshals March 20 to begin serving 
his sentence. 


The time he has spent for treatment of 


alcoholism in Downey Veterans Hospital 
at Great Lakes Naval Station will be sub- 
tracted from his federal sentence. Gibson 
coramitteed himself last November. 


Alcoholism and a resulting "lack of 


judgement" were cited by Gibson as con- 
tributing factors in his acceptance of 
bribe money in 1968. In exchange, favor- 
able zoning was granted Kaufman & 
Broad Homes Inc. (K&B) for the Bar- 
rington Square development.' 


GIBSON, A FORMER village trustee, 


wo-i indicted in October with two former 
mayors, three other former trustees, 
K&B. and its former attorney, Bernard 
Pcskin. All were charged in a $100,000 
bribery scheme. 


Peskin is to face trial April 22. All the 


former village officials charged have 
pleaded guilty and have been sentenced 
to jail. K&B pleaded no contest. 


Gibson has been an alcoholic 20 years, 


with his condition worsening over the 
past 10 years, said Mrs. Mildred Peters, 
public defender. He has voluntarily com- 
mitted himself to Martha Washington 
Hospital, Chicago, four times, and last 


November went to Downey. He has been 
under a treatment program since then, 
and has not had freedom to leave the 
hospital as he wishes, said Mrs. Peters. 


MRS. PETERS said Gibson had shown 


"great fortitude" in maintaining an "un- 
blemised" record, other than in the 
Kaufman and Broad case, while suffer- 
ing from alcoholism "and what is ob- 
viously a lack of judgement." 


Gibson himself offered an apology "to 


the people of Hoffman Estates for the 
violation of their trust." But he added he 
"did nothing in October 1968 which I 
would not do today, relative to zoning." 
He described the zoning ordinance for 
Harrington Square as "a good ordinance 
in October 1968 and it is a good ordi- 
nance today." 


Anton Valukas, assistant U.S. attorney 


prosecuting the case, disputed Gibson's 
claim to an unblemished record. "Evi- 
dence would establish that (the Kaufman 
and Broad zoning case) was not the first 
time Mr. Gibson took money in Hoffman 
Estates in his role as trustee," said Valu- 
kas. 


And he contested Mrs. Peters state- 


ment that Gibson was only peripherally 
involved in the zoning bribery. "There 
were meetings in which amounts of mon- 
ey were discussed, how much Kaufman 
and Broad would have to pay," said 
Valukas, who added that Gibson was pre- 
sent for those meetings. Gibson was in- 
volved from the beginning, said Valukas. 
The U.S. attorney also noted other de- 
fendants volunteered to cooperate in the 
investigation long before indictments 
were delivered.

The Illinois League of Women Voters 


has filed three separate complaints with 
the U. S. Treasury Department, chal- 
lenging the distribution of federal reve- 
nue sharing funds to Illinois township 
governments. 


The complaints charge that Illinois 


township governments are not units of 
general purpose government and there- 
fore are not entitled to revenue sharing 
allotments. 


Federal revenue-sharing money is dis- 


tributed to local governing units in heu 
of grants and other federal subsidies. 
The program was begun one year ago by 


an act of Congress and is scheduled to 
continue for a five-year period. 


THE COMPLAINTS by the league 


were filed Feb. 7 with U. S. Treasury 
Sec. George Shultz, according to Donna 
Schiller of the state league office. 


Mrs. Schiller said the league has asked 


that federal representatives come to Illi- 
nois to meet with league officials to con- 
sider the complaints.

A new tax may be forced on. Cook 


County homeowners and businesses if the 
federal government refuses to waive re- 
quirements that meters be installed on 
alt sewers in the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District. 


MSD Trustee Valentine Janicki said 


the tax is unnecessary, but is being pro- 
posed by the federal government as the 
only way to charge individual users in 
accordance with the 1972 Water Pollution 
Act. 


It would cost millions of dollars and 


force the MSD to tax residents separate- 
ly in addition to property taxes they al- 
ready pay, he said. 


Janicki yesterday asked municipal 


leaders at the Council of Governments of 
Cook County to pass resolutions asking 
the Environmental Protection Agency to 
be more flexible in its requirements. 


The MSD has presently been cut off 


from federal grants until it complies with 
the 1972 act, which requires individual 
polluters to pay for expenses of treating 
the water they use. 


THE EPA HAS indicated the only al- 


lowable way to fairly charge for treat- 
ment of water a homeowner or industry 
uses is through meters, Janicki said. The 
agency has hinted it would like to be 
more flexible, but is limited by law, he 
said. 


If meters had to be installed at every 


home and business in Cook County, the 
cost would be *70 million to $100 million, 
Janicki said, plus up to $6 million a year 
for administration. 


Janicki and other MSD representatives 


have been arguing in Washington that 
the MSD system of property taxes is fair 
as a class-type system, with charges 
based on residential or industrial use. 
The MSD also collects surcharges from 
industries that add great amounts of ef- 
fluent to the system. 


"We have a fight on our hands," Ja- 


nicki said. "We will get no government 
grants until such a user charge is in- 
staled in our communities. It's the small 
homeowner that's going to get it." 


ALLEN LAV1N, attorney for the MSD, 


said the purpose of the requirement is to 
assure adequate local operating funds af- 
ter the federal government has paid for 
new sewage treatment facilities. 


Deputy Chief Engineer Hugh McMillan 


told the Herald, "We have demonstrated 
that industry pays at least its cost under 
our system." 


If a user charge were instituted here, 


Janicki said, it would have to be sepa- 
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rate from the property tax levy. The 
MSD has adequate operating funds now 
from the present property tax, he said. 


The MSD is losing $265 million in 


grants now because of the government 
refusal to release the funds, Janicki said. 
He asked the municipal leaders to draft 
resolutions as soon as possible, aiming 
them at Illinois senators and congress- 
men, Sen Edward Muskie, D-Mame, and 
the EPA office In Washington, D.C. 


the league action, calling it another form 
of "harassment" of township govern- 
ment. 


"We feel we do qualify or we would not 


have received the funding in the first 
place," he said. "I suppose it's ultimate- 
ly a matter which the Congress will have 
to decide. It certainly would have a 
sweeping effect on townships generally if 
that position were upheld." 


ELK GROVE Township Supervisor 


Richard Hall also criticized the action, 
saving there is "absolutely no basis for 
the league's complaint." 


"We have been assured by some of our 


fnends in Washington that nothing will 
happen," he said. "This is just typical of 
the league's action. They have turned 
into a political action group whose mam 
thrust seems to be to change our basic 
form of government for the townships." 


According to Mrs. Schiller, the com- 


plaints charge that revenue sharing is 
going to the townships when it should 
not, "because they are not units of gen- 
eral purpose government." The federal 
register's office has said that revenue- 
sharing money can only go to units of 
general purpose government, she said. 


She described general purpose govern- 


ments as those with wide-ranging pow- 
ers. Township governments do not fall 
into this category, according to Mrs. 
Schiller, because their powers 'are limit- 
ed by state statutes. 


The limitations do not exist on town- 


ship governments in other states, she 
said. 


THE LEAGUE HAS held for the past 


seven years that township government in 
Illinois serves no valid legislative pur- 


pose and should therefore.be abolished. 
Several referendum attempts initiated by 
the league to abolish township govern- 
ment have repeatedly failed. 


The most recent included an attempt 


last year in Palatine Township in which 
defeated Democratic candidates 
for 


township offke ran on a campaign to 
abolish township government. 


"We sure don't want to see anything 


that would give townships more strength, 
and more money to them would do just 
that," Mrs. Schiller said. 


She added there is no direct connection 


between the complaints and an opinion 
handed down two weeks ago by Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William Scott, saying town- 
ship revenue sharing funds can only be 
used for the purposes for which town- 
ships can spend their own funds. 


The opinion, handed down Feb. 7, may 


threaten continued funding from the 
townships for .special agencies and proj- 
ects, including several low-cost senior- 
citizen bus services which have been 
started by several townships. 


TOWNSHIPS ARE limited by state 


statutes on the areas in which their funds 
may be spent, with transportation being 
one of the unauthorized areas. 


Township officials in Elk Grove, Pala- 


tine find Schaumburg townships, where 
such bus services are in operation, have 
said, however, the services will continue 
until a court ruling is made on the mat- 
ter. 


If the league complaints are upheld, 


however, funding could end for the bus 
services as well as other agencies which 
have been given revenue-sharing allot- 
ments by townships.

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Be wary of 'hot tips'-they'll haunt you

What chance does the average citizen 


nave of picking out a nice growth stock 
that will sit there and keep fattening, 
month after month and year after year, 
taking care of him like a fond rich 
uncle? 


Practically none, of course, if he in- 


vests on the basis of "hot tips" or other 
methods shortcutting research. But we're 
talking about someone who takes in- 
vesting seriously, and does his home- 
work. Shouldn't he be able to pick a win- 
ner — or at least a grower? 


A clue to the answer may be found in 


the annual report of a mutual fund with 
an Impressive performance record. The 
Rov/e Price New Horizons Fund (a no- 
load) was ranked No. l among all mu- 
tual funds, large or small, over the 
10-year period 1983-72, by the publication 
"PundScope" last year. When a fund so 
consistently comes out at or near the top, 
you have to conclude that it isn't an acci- 
dent. The people making the fund's in- 
vestment decisions have to be good. 


LAST YEAR was a tough year for 


growth funds. Only four, by our tally, 
managed to stay out of the red. New 
Horizons was hit with "the most severe 
decline of any calendar year in its his- 
tory." its annual report forthrightly con- 
fesses. 


Taking a look over his shoulder at 


what happened, the fund's president, 
Curran W. Harvey, tabulated the price 
changes for the year, comparing the 
fund's 10 best stocks to its 10 worst. 


Now, this average citizen we're talking 


about. Not really average, either, be- 
cause he researches before he invests, 
and he's pretty knowledgeable. Still, he 
can't be expected to compete in the 
"best stocks" league with the people who 
make the buying decisions at New Hori- 
zons. 


But couldn't our knowledgeable ama- 


teur hope to do, perhaps, as well as New 
Horizons' 10 worst stocks? Maybe not, 
since even the fund's worst stocks were 
picked by some of the best pros in the 
business. However, let's see what he has 
to shoot at. 


LEADING OFF the list of New Hori- 


zons' 10 worst performers is Best Prod- 
ucts (Spare us the joke.) Down 85 per 
cent. 


A replacement 
for secretaries?

NEW YORK — The private secretary 


is in some danger of disappearing from 
the American business scene, according 
to Hobart V. Kreitier, a group president 
of Dictaphone Corp. of Rye, N.Y. The 
word processing concept is replacing sec- 
retaries in ait except the top executive 
suites of many big companies. 


Total replacement will take a long

time. Even Kreitier still has a secretary 
to hold the fort while he's promoting the 
word processing idea. And world pro- 
cessing equipment is expensive for little 
firms, so it's hardly surprising that the 
columns of want ads for secretaries are 
about as long as ever. 


But, said Kreitier, word processing is 


performing well in offices able to afford 
it. It is saving the Costa Mesa, Calif., 
Police Department around $73,000 a year 
and freeing policemen from the drudgery 
of typing their own reports. 


SYNEflCOM, an insurance holding 


firm at Nashville, Tenn., has increased 
its document output and saved $30,000 
through word processing. General Elec- 
tric Credit Corp. is saving $49,000 a year 
in its Stamford, Conn., offices and anoth- 
er $40,000 at Erie, Pa. The University of 
Colorado Medical Center at Denver and 
Mercy Hospital in VYatertown, N.Y., also 
said they had Increased output of medi- 
cal reports and correspondence while re- 
ducing staff. 


Word processing is a sophisticated de- 


velopment of the stenographic pool. It 
depends on new machines, such a Dicta- 
phone's Thought Tank, a device that 
stores dictation by telephone from all 
over company headquarters, plus auto- 
matic writing, copying, and word-moni- 
toring machines. 


BUT PEOPLE are more important to 


word processing than machines. Kreitier 
said the prime idea is to get away from 
the notion that every secretary or typist 
should be a Girl Friday. She should be 
an expert in communications.

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What are causes, dangers, cures of collapsed lung? 


Recently my 23-year-old son suffered 


from a collapsed lung (spontaneous 
pneumothorax), cause unknown. Can 
lungs be strengthened with a program of 
breathing exercises? What preventive 
measure* can be taken to avoid a recur, 
rence? 


Your son has a farlly uncommon medi- 


cal problem, and there is some likelihood 
that be will have a recurrence. 


A frequent cause of this problem is a 


small blister-like formation on the suiv 
face of the lung called a "bleb," Remem- 
ber that the lung is a complex balloon. It 
is filled with tiny balloons or air sacs 
that all eventually connect together. 


The blister or bleb connects with the 


series of tiny balloons. When the bleb 
breaks, there is a slow leak of air 
through the resulting hole. A small "blow 
out" occurs and the lung deflates. 


The air that leaks out of the broken 


bleb accumulates between the lung and 
the chest wall. As it builds up it causes 
the lung to collapse. Usually the collapse 
is not complete. 


The partically collapsed lung no longer 


functions effectively in respiration. While 
the lung is collapsed the bursted bleb 
starts healing, forming a scar where the 
blister used to be. When the healing pro- 
cess is complete, the lung is air tight 
again. Nature has completed the "patch 
job." 


The air between the collapsed lung and 


the chest wall is abosrbed and the lung 
expands, resuming its normal function. 


ONE REASON individuals who have 


one collapsed lung may have a recur- 
rence is because there is often more than 
one bleb. Sometimes these small blebs 
can be seen by X-ray. Usually they are 
located at the upper tip of the lung. 


Preventive measures can be used in 


some instances. If there is an area at the 
tip of the lung with blebs, they can be 
removed surgically Another technique is 
to surgically tack the lung to the chest 
wall all around so it can't collapse. Most 
cases do not require either of these oper- 
ations. Most cases (but not all) can be 
treated by helping the lung expand, if 
and when it collapses. 


The little blebs are usually there from 


birth. Because they are buster forma-

Just how much did Ziegler know about Watergate?

WASHINGTON - White Home Press 


Secretary Ronald Ziegler has run into 
trouble before the Watergate grand jury 
and he ts due for more trouble when the 
House Judiciary Committee starts its im- 
peachment hearings. 


The key question before both forums 


involves identification of the source and 
authority for Ziegler's various false pro- 
nouncements on Watergate that were 
such an essential part of the early con- 
spiracy to hide the White House in- 
volvement in the a/fair. 


If Ziegler had personal knowledge that 


the statements he made were false or 
inaccurate, he would be indictable along 
with John W. Dean III and others who 
have admitted involvement in carrying 
out the obstruction of justice. 


But if Ziegler was only an unknowing 


puppet of other White House figures, he 
can absolve himself of criminal responsi- 
bility by identifying the person or per- 
sons who gave him his orders and relat- 
ing the circumstances under which he re- 
layed the falsehoods through the White 
House press office. 


Ziegler has learned already that the 


federal grand jury and Special Prose- 
cutor Leon Jaworskl will not be satisfied 
with his famous public explanation that 
all White House statements on Watergate 
prior to mid-April, 1973, were "inopera- 
tive." 


Such public relations gimmickry to 


avoid specific admissions of error may 
permit the Nixon White House to keep

the press corps at bay. But it does not 
answer many relevant questions on the 
responsibility for the statements that 
misled the press and the public on crimi- 
nal matters involving key White House 
personnel. 


It is one thing for Ziegler to character-

ters as a "third-rate burglary" not wor- 
thy of White House comment if he was 
totally unaware of the activities of Dean, 
Jeb S. Magruder, Gordon Strachan and 
former Attorney General John N. Mit- 
chell. 


Such actions could be a criminal act if 


he had knowledge that Nixon political 
money had financed the crimes. 


Investigators and prosecutors find it 


difficult to believe that the former Dis- 
neyland guide would be permitted to con- 
struct a White House position on his own 
in a political year or that the 34-year-old 
advertising executive would forget who 
gave him his orders. 


This is the same Ron Ziegler who 


boasted to this reporter in October, 1972, 
that he was no longer a puppet, but had 
become a policy maker. "Things aren't 
like they were" in 1969 and 1970, Ziegler 
said. "I am now consulted on policy and 
really know what is going on." 


That was in the period in the 1972 cam- 


paign when Ziegler was lambasting the 
media for stories linking political sabo- 
teur Donald Segretti to White House Ap- 
pointment Secretary Dwight Chapin. 
Ziegler on Oct 16,1972, labeled these sto- 


ries "hearsay, innuendo and guilt by as- 
sociation," denying Chapin had hired 
Segretti but declining to go beyond the 
general denials. 


John Dean has since testified that Zieg- 


ler was present at a meeting A day be- 
fore the press conference in which there 
was a detailed discussion of what the ad- 
ministration's public posture would be to 
avoid disclosure of the fact that Chapin 
arranged to hire Segretti for political 
sabotage work. In addition to himself 
and Ziegler, Dean said the White House 
meeting was attended by Special Assist- 
ant John D. Ehrlichman, Patrick Bu- 
chanan and Richard Moore. 


A week later, Ziegler engaged in vocif- 


erous denials of stories naming White 
House Chief of Staff H. R. (Bob) Halde- 
(man as one of the Nixon associates who 
controlled a "secret" fund of at least 
$700,000, which was kept by Herbert W. 
Kalmbach, the President's personal law- 
yer. 


Ziegler labeled the story "untrue" and 


characterized it as "character assassina- 
tion" and "the shoddiest type of pournal- 
ism." 


Subsequently testimony by Kalmbach, 


Haldeman and Dean confirmed the exis- 
tence of the secret fund for political in- 
telligence, the use made of the fund and 
the control Haldeman exerted over these 
funds. 


These Kalmbach funds were used to 


pay more than $400,000 to the seven men 
who were eventually convicted of the 
Watergate burglary. Another $35,000 
went into payments to Segretti, who en- 
tered a plea of guilty to federal charges 
of conspiracy involving the distribution 
of false campaign literature involving 
Democratic candidates. 


Chapin has been indicted for perjury 


and is awaiting trial on the four-count 
indictment for giving allegedly false tes- 
timony to the grand jury on his relations 
with Segretti. 


False statements to the FBI by Egil 


(Bud) Krogh led that young former 
White House lawyer to enter a plea of 
guilty to a one-count conspiracy charge 
involving his role in directing the bur- 


glary of the office of Daniel E. Ells- 
berg's psychiatrist. 


It was also the threat of a perjury con- 


viction in connection with grand jury tes- 
timony which convinced Jeb S. Magruder 
that his best course of action was a plea 
of guilty to a one-count conspiracy 
charge involving the planning of the Wa- 
tergate break-in. 


The White House press office has con- 


firmed that Ziegler has been before the 
grand jury on three occasions, but says 
he has not hired a lawyer because he is 
not the target of the grand jury probe. 


But not being a part of the substantive 


crime does not relieve a witness of the 
responsibility to be truthful, as Chapin, 
Magruder, Krogh and Dean have learned 
in various ways. 


Ziegler is confident that he is running 


no risk with the grand jury and the con- 
fidence is buoyed by his years of success 
in parrying the questions of the White 
House press corps. 


The skill served him well in interviews 


with the Senate Watergate Committee 
staff in the early stages of the in- 
vestigation.

torrent of falsehoods that poured from 
his press office.

Mondale early '76 leader 


WASHINGTON — An intriguing poll 


has surfaced which should lend encour- 
agement to the fledgling presidential am- 
bitions of U S. Sen. Walter F. Mondale. 


What it indicates is that Mondale, the 


Minnesota Democrat, is winning favor 
with the party politicians. 


The poll was conducted by Martin 


Hauan, former director of Public Affairs 
and Research for the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee, who now runs an ad agen- 
cy in Oklahoma City. 


He has been running a continuing poll 


of Democratic leaders and the last time 
sent out 230 ballots to national com- 
mitteemen, 
committeewomen, 
state 


chairmen and governors. A total of 106 
responded. 


The poll showed that Mondale has 


emerged as the leader among possible 
and potential candidates for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. 


According to Hauan, Mondale surged 


from 17 per cent support in the last poll, 
held in October, to 24 per cent, jumping 
from fourth to first place. 


Hauan said several of those who par- 
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•Last fall, through action of the

Sunrise Lake Camp for the Handi- 
capped. So far, scout troops have 
helped clean up, naval reserve and 
civil defense units have worked on 
it, a sorority has plans to donate 
funds raised in an art fair to the 
project and students in the archi- 
tectural construction class at For- 
est View High School have adopted 
the camp as a project. 


The way work is progressing, 


NEC officials hope to operate the 
camp as a day camp this summer 
and then, as more work is com- 
pleted, shift to year-round oper- 
ation. The camp will be open to 
students attending both public and 
private schools. 


Those working on the camp still 


need services and materials. Work 
by the Forest View High School 
students and a building construc- 
tion class from High School Dist. 
211 which has volunteered its ser- 
vices could be speeded up if more 
money was available for mate- 
rials. 


The camp needs a new well, new 


plumbing, electrical wiring, as- 
phalt for paths for wheelchairs, 
kitchen equipment and, for this 
summer, sports equipment. The 
list seems long, but when you con- 
sider how much has already been 
accomplished through volunteer ef- 
f o r t 
it doesn't seem 
insur- 


mountable.

William Prox- 
mire, 2 per cent; and Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace received one vote. 


Sen. George S. McGovern, the 1972 


Democratic presidential candidate, re- 
ceived only five per cent. 


The Hauan poll contrasts with national 


surveys of voters where names like Ken- 
nedy, Jackson, Humphrey, and Muskie 
have far greater recognition than Mon- 
dale, who has not had national exposure. 


But Mondale, who is the only Demo- 


crat to at least set up an exploratory 
mission to determine if he should run, 
apparently is making points with the par- 
ty pols. (UPI)

Perennial gadfly candidate still puts 6America First''- but politics always runs a close second

I took Lar Daly's campaign slicker, 


the one that snys LAR In big red letters 
on • white background, licked the back 
of it and slapped It to the side of my 
typewriter. It fell off in five minutes. 


The first thing Lar (America First) 


Daly is going to do when he loses his bid 
later this month to run for the U.S. Sen- 
ate against Adlai Stevenson is decide 
what office he should run for next. 


"I never say die," said the world's los- 


ingest loser, a 27-time failure by his own 
estimation ("Do you count running in 
three different primaries for President in 
one year in Illinois, Indiana and Montana 
and losing all three running once or 
three times?"). 


The country would be in much better 


shape today if it had listened to Lar Daly 
the past 36 years. At least that has been 
his recurring theme, a sort of slap at 
lllinoisans and the press, and the length 
of time the pure-bred Irishman has been 
espousing his own brand of political 
sense (or nonsense depending on your 
views) since 'he ran for office the first 
time back in 1938... and lost. 


"1 probably won that election, too," 


says the 62-year-old bar stool manufac- 
turer who was 26 years old when he op- 
posed the incumbent Cook County super- 
intendent of public schools in the Demo- 
cratic Party primary. "But I lost it in 
the river wards of Chicago. They didn't 
even count the votes. They weighed 
them." 


DALY'S INITIAL dip into politics, in 


which he got more votes than he ever 
would in ail the years he's been running 
and losing (the gap has gotten wider 
ever since), also gave rise to another re- 
curring theme, a paranoia that has fol- 
lowed him through primaries for Presi- 
dent, senator, mayor of Chicago, etc.: 
everybody's against him. 


Indeed, the Chicago Tribune recently 


called Daly a "political nuisance." To 
which he replied, "The Tribune hates my 
guts, not because I'm a perennial, laugh- 
able candidate. When Col. Robert Ruth- 
erford McCormick (the founder of The 
Tribune) died the whole tenor of the pa- 
per changed toward me. When he was 
alive I was never endorsed. But I was 
never vilified." 


As a matter of fact, Daly IS slighted 


by the media, which 'has charged him 
with making a mockery of the political 
system by continually running for office 
and clouding the several campaigns he 
has entered every four years or so by 
uttering such lunatic statements as law- 
men should shoot on sight any and all 
known dope peddlers. 


BUT WITH ALL his apparent flaws, 


i s n ' t Daly providing a refreshing, 
change-of-pace atmosphere to the politi- 
cal system and the way officials are 
elected? Doesn't just about everybody 
have a gripe with how campaigning is 
conducted and about secret contributions 
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'// you ask people in a barbershop or in a restaurant who

to some of those running? In other 
words, is Lar Daly such a bad egg after 
all? 


Most political candidates create that 


stuffy, headachy feeling when it comes 
time to interview them or listen to one of 
their speeches, especially at the end of a 
campaign when most promises sound the 
same. No so with Daly. He's as unpredic- 
table as Chicago's weather and the na- 
tion's gasoline supply. 


It is not uncommon for Daly to burst 


into song, taking a reporter around the 
shoulders and singing a patriotic tune, 
waving his hand with the melody. In his 
feud boisterous voice Daly sings, pausing 
long enough to point out that various 
parts are sung by the ladies, "Then he 
bellows their part. Depending on the 
song, sometimes he is on key. 
"There's a Star Spangled Banner waving 


somewhere, 


In a distant land so very far away, 
Only Uncle Sam's great heroes get to go 


there, 


How I wish that yon and I might go some 


day." 
It is certain Adlai. Stevenson wouldn't 


croon a tune for anybody but because 
Daly does he has become well known. 
That, he says, sets him apart from his 
current opponent, State Sen. George Bur- 
ditt. 


"If you ask people in a barbershop or 


in a restaurant who Lar. Daly is they will 
say, 'I've heard of him. He's always run- 
ning for office and he wears an Uncle 
Sam suit.' Ask them who Burditt is and 
they will tell you they don't know." 


Whatever an old Irish face looks like, 


that's Lar Daly's. There aren't too many 
wrinkles in his round visage, his eye- 
brows are black and his thinning hair 


A 


grey. He stoops slightly when he walks 
and wears a hat that seems too wide as 
it flops forward more than usual. 


ONE THING, though, is gone forever. 


His Uncle Sam suit. It got him where he 
is today but got him even further when 
he parted with it. 


"I had to sell the suit in 1967, 1 think it 


was, for economic reasons. It was a pure 
velvet suit. I bought it for $275 and got 
•$75 for it. I still have the hat and sash, 
though." 


The suit brought Daly the publicity he 


needed when he began his many chal- 
lenges to political powers, It drew atten- 
tion to him. Sometimes he was called a 
clown, but it did the job for him. 


The suit lost its usefulness (and 


brought him some needed money) and he 
keeps the hat and sash with him as good 
luck charms. "But," he says, "and you 
can quote me, the time for America 
First symbolism (his main claim to 
fame) is past. The time for America 
First action is NOW." 


DALY ATTRIBUTES his interest in 


politics to his background. "The Irish are 
n a t u r a 1 1 y politically-oriented as a 
people," he says. He was born Lawrence 
Joseph Sarsfield Daly in Gary, Ind., in 
1912. His parents were natives of Ireland. 
His father, a former policeman and fire- 
man, also was named Lawrence and 
called Lar for short. 


He came to Chicago when he was six 


years old, began helping the family by 
selling fruits and vegetables at eight and 
started his own business. But, he says, 
he gained invaluable experience, both in 
commerce and other matters. 


"As a result of my intimate acquaint- 


ance with people of all races, color and 
creeds, . and farmers and produce mer- 
chants from whom I purchased daily 


commodities at Chicago produce mar- 
kets, I believe I have knowledge of hu- 
man nature second to none." 


DALY, WHO LIVES with his wife and 


five children on Chicago's far South Side, 
is known to Northwest suburban resi- 
dents for Ms entry in 1969 into the Re- 
publican Party primary for congressman 
in the 13th district, a race which Phillip 
Crane won before he went on to repre-" 
sent 'the area in Washington. Daly ran 
then as the "dead man's candidate," not 
because he was to lose again, but be- 
cause he wanted the U.S. to militarily 
destroy North Vietnam. 


"Here's what I intend to do if I am 


elected congressman," he said during 
that campaign. "If elected, I, intend, if 
possible, to obtain the floor on a point of 
personal privilege, and once I obtain the 
floor I will not stop talking until I drop 
from exhaustion and I will talk about 
nothing but why we should go in and de- 
stroy North Vietnam militarily," 


That was definitely a minority view- 


point then and it is no wonder he consid- 
ers U.S. Sen. Barry Goldwater as the 
second greatest American today. The 
first, he says, is Richard Nixon, which is 
another minority viewpoint these days. 
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OTHER CAMPAIGN point puts Daly in 


the minority but it is his belief that all 
those convicted with having anything to 
do with the Watergate affair should be 
set free and the slate wiped clean on the 
whole matter. That seems the most radi- 
cal."Watergate is the worst possible mess 
we could possibly be in," he says. "We 
should wipe out Watergate and start 
over, with honest politics and make the 
penalties for such things severe. 


"Richard Nixon was playing the same 


game Richard Daley was playing. I don't 
think anyone should go to jail. Every- 
body does it. Everyone takes part in dir- 
ty politics. It's 'been going on for 200 
years." 


Daly uses a campaign mainly to tell 


his view of the world, not necessarily to 
win, though, he says, he fights hard and 
campaigns long hours with his own mon- 
ey every time he enters a race. He runs 
under either of the two major party la- 
bels, whichever offers the better sound- 
ing board. 


AS USUAL, *e believes he can beat 


Burditt in the primary for an ultimate 
crack at Stevenson. 


"I consider George Burditt an honor- 


able man whose political career will be 
ruined completely if he runs for U.S. 
Senator," he says. "If the election was 
held tomorrow, Burditt would, lose by -1 
million votes. I'm the only candidate who 
can beat Stevenson. 


"Burditt should formally an- 


nounce to the Republican voters he is 
quitting the race. They (the party) 
should ask me to run, using the vehicle 
of the Republican Party to demolish the 
most prominent of the left wing, knee- 
jerk liberals in Illinois." 


That's what Daly contends is the over- 


riding reason 'he hasn't won anything. 
Yet He hasn't had the moral support or 
the financial backing of any party since 
1938. He doesn't wont for courage, espe- 
cially in the face of such stern opposition 
as Mayor Daley, Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and William Stratton. 


IS THERE ANY difference, then, be- 


tween the Lar Daly who lost for the first 
time while running for office in 1938 and 
the Lar Daly who will lose for the 28th 
time on March 19? 


"None," is his reply. "Even the Chi- 


cago Tribune would have to agree with 
that." And, unfortunately for Daly, so 
will 'the voters of Illinois.

VAN WAS TRANSFERRED to the 


northwest suburbs from Dallas, Tex. He 
is glad his office is located outside Chi- 
cago because he considers the city much 
"too crowded, too hectic" and Rush 
Street "much too cliquish. 
. "The city is top closed, the people too 
introverted. It is much easier getting ac- 
quainted out here," he continued. 


"I like a little fresh air and being able 


to move around," said Chuck, who 
recently bought a four-bedroom home in 
a suburban subdivision. He is surrounded 
by families and children. 


New look in adoption: 
Fitting family to child 


by JULIE MARTOCCIO 


Does a minor have the right to give up 


her child for adoption without the con- 
sent of her parents? 


Yes. Adoption is based on a contract 


and laws relating to minors' contracts 
vary from state to state. But in Illinois, 
the law permits a minor to give up her 
child for adoption without parental ap- 
proval. 


This rule applies no matter how sin- 


cere the grandparents are in their desire 
to adopt their grandchild or how well 
they can provide for it. 


Diane's parents said that their daugh- 


ter had promised that they could adopt 
the baby she was expecting out of wed* 
lock. But after the baby was born, Diane, 
through a legally licensed agency, per- 
mitted the baby to be adopted without 
her parents' knowledge or coisent. They 
had taken care of Diane through a diffi- 
cult pregnancy after she had run away 
from home and returned pregnant and 
felt that they were "entitled" to the 
baby. 


AFTER THE smoke of battle cleared, 


It was evident that Diane had not prom- 
ised the baby to them because they had 
mistreated her and referred to the baby 
as a "bastard." Her parents wanted the 
baby, she said, to further punish, harass 
and threaten her as they had done while 
she was living with them because she 
refused to name the father of the child. 
She attributed her premature birth of her 
baby to the distress they had caused her. 


Even though a minor's contracts are, 


under certain conditions, voidable, Diane 
made a valid, binding contract without 
fraud or undue influence and the adop- 
tive parents were allowed to keep her 
child. 


Does the father of an illegitimate child 


have any legal rights regarding its adop- 
tion? 
• Counts are taking a new look at the 


entire adoption scene, turning away from 
the idea of punishing the father of an 
Illegitimate child and slanting their 
thinking instead toward what is best for 
the child. 


To comply with the current Supreme 


Court decisions which found that due pro- 
cess and equal protection clauses of the 
U.S. Constitution applied to the rights of 
the father of an illegitimate child, the 
Illinois legislature (1973) added an 
amendment to the Adoption Act. This 


new amendment now makes it mandato- 
ry to notify the putative (reputed) father, 
if known, that his child is being consid- 
ered for adoption. 


It is also possible that the father of an 


illegitimate child may, under some cir- 
cumstances, adopt his child. The moth- 
er's right is paramount to all others, but 
should she decide to give up the child for 
adoption, the father may petition for the 
right to adopt it. If he can prove that he 
is a fit person, willing and able to care 
far his child, he would, as a natural par- 
ent be given preference over persons oth- 
er than the natural mother. 


Is it possible for a 65-year-old woman 


to adopt a 55-year-old spinster? 


• It's not only possible, it's legal! The 


old concept that adoption could be used 
to ease the transferring of wealth and 
perpetuate a family name has not gone 
out of style. 


Mary T., 65, was confined to a wheel 


chair and her friend, Katrina, 55, a spin- 
ster, had been caring for the former for 
15 years. Mary's relatives had no contact 
with her other than the times they wish- 
ed to borrow money from her, so Mary 
decided that her properties should, after 
her death, go to Katrina. She decided to 
adopt Katrina instead of leaving a will. 
Katrina was willing, but wondered if it 
were possible. 


She found out, however, that it was a 


simple procedure and that she had ful- 
filled the legal requirement of having 
lived at least two continuous years with 
the adoptive parent before the adoption 
proceedings. 


WHY DIDN'T Mary simply leave a 


will naming Katrina her sole heir? Mary 
might have felt more secure with the 
adoption knowing her greedy relatives 
might try to break the will by accusing 
Katrina of undue influence or duress.,On 
the other hand, the "dear little lady" 
might have had a delightful sense of hu- 
mor and a way of getting back at-her 
parasitic relatives. Turn about being fair 
play in this situation, the relatives might 
have to, after the adoption, make provi- 
sions leaving Mary's "daughter"'out of 
theirwills!

Progress of women: legal

As noted in last week's column, most 


jobs today remain heavily sex-oriented, 
despite the headlines made by numerous 
individual women of achievement. 


There is, however, definite progress 


for all women being made In lawsuits, 
litigation and just plain protests all 
across the country. 


Not all the issues, of course, involve 


jobs. And not all are major. In Michigan, 
for instance, a woman last year filed a 
complaint because only husbands could 
buy family fishing licenses. The attorney 
general's office said the practice was dis- 
criminatory, and the state Department of 
Natural Resources ruled accordingly that 
the licenses be sold to wives, too. 


Schools have also come in for protests 


and suits. In Cleveland, for instance, the 
Women's Law Fund Inc. sued in federal 
district court because local school policy 
wouldn't let a 12-year-old girl enroll in 
industrial arts, dictating that she study 
home economics instead. The school 
board quickly reversed its policy. 


PROTESTS IN THE schools have in- 


volved more than the curriculum. Just 
this month, for example, an Illinois girl 
filed suit in federal district court against 
the Illinois High School Association, 
which forbids her to play basketball on 
the boys' varsity team. 


As you might expect, however, most 


litigation and protests today are in the 
area of job equality, involving such items 
as equal pay and equal opportunity for 
promotion. 


Not all of these situations necessarily 


involve court action. A case in point is a 
group of women editorial employes at 
Newsweek magazine. As reported in a 
July Editor & Publisher, the group 
recently ended almost three years of ne- 
gotiations with management by signing 
an agreement stipulating, among other 
things, that by Dec. 31,1974, at least one- 
third of the magazine's writers and re- 
porters will be women. 


But by far the majority of the action 


has been in the courts, and much of it

The committee is interested in 
probing problems facing women or mi- 
nority groups generally and is not meet- 
ing to hear complaints involving specific 
personalities within departments of state, 
government. 


After the hearings, the committee will 


consider changes in state statutes or gov- 
. eminent department policies which can 
rectify problems spotlighted at the hear- 
ings. 


The hearings will begin at 4 p.m. in

Department. 


YOU PROBABLY READ of last year's 


massive settlement involving several 
Federal Agencies and the Bell system, 
ordering Bell to pay more than $7.5 mil- 
lion in back pay to women. But there 
have been hundreds of other settlements 
in smaller cases that didn't make the 
headlines. 


Most of these suits have been under 


the Equal Pay Act passed by Congress 
more than a decade ago, and recently 
extended to an estimated 15 million addi- 
tional workers in executive, adminis- 
trative, educational and outside-sales 
jobs. That law, in essence, requires the 
same pay for the same work done by 
men or women. 


As the National Observer reported in 


May, "Since passage of the Equal Pay 
Act in 1963, the Labor Department has 
filed more than 450 sex discrimination 
cases, grossing $57 million in back pay 
for some 131,000 underpaid women. That 
doesn't include the untold millions that 
companies will have to ante up to sup- 
port women in the manner most men are 
accustomed to." Writer Diane K. Shah 
went on to say, "Unquestionably, the 
Federal Government has emerged as a 
woman's best friend. Some 18 separate 
Federal agencies have ordered industries 
within their purview to work up pro- 
grams for hiring more women and for 
making 'better use of present women em- 
ployes." 


SOME STATE GOVERNMENTS, too, 


are doing more for women. September 
brought a milestone here in Illinois, 
when Gov. Daniel Walker signed into law

10 bills dealing with women's rights, in- 
cluding measures guaranteeing women 
equal pay for equal work. Another key 
bill prohibits the refusal of a credit card 
to a woman because of her sex. The 10 
bills were introduced by eight women in 
the state legislature. 


Walker also pledged support for the 


f e d e r a l Equal Rights Amendment 
(ERA), noting that Illinois was the first 
state to ratify the woman's suffrage 
amendment. 


It is on ERA, of course, that many fe- 


minist leaders base their major hopes for 
equal opportunity. Few, however, believe 
the amendment will achieve ratification 
in 1974, despite the recent ratifications 
by Maine, Montana and Ohio which 
brought the total of ratifications to 33 of 
the necessary 38. 
' • 


Many observers, however, do believe 


that ERA will pass in 1975. Perhaps that 
year will be, as President Nixon pro- 
claimed in January, "Women's Year in 
the United States."

Movies' loss is videos 
gain-the family audience 


HOLLYWOOD — Some years ago, the 


movie industry virtually turned its back 
on traditional family audience. 


And television was only too happy to 


accept this forfeited audience because 
video has always been essentially family- 
oriented. 


The movies couldn't have acted more 


dumbly by their inexplicable gesture of 
forfeiture.

They thought they had to offer theater- 


goers films that were more sensational, 
more racy, more spectacular-looking 
then television shows.

than just well. 


It is only right and natural that video's 


failings be pointed out by all of us. 


But it is also only fair to give credit to 


the home medium for at least giving 
some care to the family audience that 
movies deserted. 


Nowadays, the motion picture industry 


is trying more and more to win back this 
audience that it left behind.

John Young looks outside bis window 


now ud MM signs of peace. The visions 
of war and prison are now only mental 
pictures, vivid visions in his mind. 


Young has left a view from a Huey 


chopper of the Vietnam War swirling 
around him and he's traded a grimy foot 
square pane of glass in a prison cell door 
for a view of a late winter lawn and a 
quiet lane. 


Army Staff Sgt. John Young doesn't 


see the brilliant bomb bursts or Gl's 
baiting Vietnamese into a clearing for 
target practice, except when his eyes 
close and the memories of five years as 
a prisoner of war return. 


A year has passed since John Young 


traded his Special Forces green beret 
and POW garb for a turtle-neck sweater 
and flared slacks. Instead of toting an 
M-16 rifle through the sweltering jungles, 
he now carries textbooks to classes at 
Harper College in Palatine. 


Many Americans will remember the 


past 12 months as a year of hardship, 
John Young will share some of that, but 
he will also recall It as a year of freedom 
— his first in a half-decade. 


ME ADMITS there have been some 


problems, especially because of mis- 
conduct charges filed by an officer criti- 
cal of Young's POW behavior. 


"Aside from the Army, most of the 


problems have been brought on by my- 
self. Look, you have to remember that I 
was on my own, looking out for myself, 
not a family," he said. 


"Now I have to learn to live with my 


wife and family all over again, but I 
think I am doing all right," he added. 


A few pounds heavier, his hair a little 


shaggier and longer than before, Young 
now sports a Fu Manchu mustache which 
connects with his muttonchop sideburns. 


Young Is not officially discharged from 


the Army, but he is on a temporary dis- 
ability retirement and is attempting to 
obtain permanent disability status be- 
cause of a leg wound he received during 
his capture a few miles south of the DMZ 
in 1968. 


The things he saw before and after 


that capture sparked a revolution inside 
him. It led to strong statements about 
the war. 


HE STILL speaks strongly about the 


war, a war which many people want to 
forget. He is a man who has learned the 
evils of war; he returned from it too late, 
eager to protest, but finding most protes- 
ters now turning their energies to for- 
getting. 


John Young was not always opposed to 


the war. Disenchanted with the confines 
of high school in Grayslake and looking 
for some adventure, he quit school and 
Joined the Army. He supported the war 
then and later when he volunteered for 
Special Forces training and duty. 


Tilling his head back against the 


couch, he blinks his eyes and the recol- 
lections of his arrival at DaNang spring 
from his memories Into words. 


"Things began to happen then that 


caused me to change my mind," he said. 
Young explained that he was taught to 
distrust the Vietnamese by U.S. military 
before he ever left the states. 


"They said the Vietnamese were sub- 


human, 1 was afraid to turn my back on 
them. 


"I noticed a mutual distrust and saw 


those people did not like us, but at first I 
didn't know why. 


"I began to change my mind, once 1 


got out into the field and saw the total 
destruction we had brought to the coun- 
try," he said. 


"WE USED TO go out with the A 


teams from DaNang and circle villages 
waiting for the Phantoms and the Sky- 
hawks to go in before we landed. They 
would drop their bombs and go off, never 
seeing the damage. They never heard the 
screams or saw the bloody wounded or 
dead." 


His opposition to the war increased in 


proportion to the conduct he witnessed in 
the rice paddies and mountain camps. 


"The red smoke grenades were the sig- 


nal for a bombing attack and I saw heli- 
copter crews drop red smoke for no-rea- 
•on, they just got their kicks watching 
the Jets strafe or seeing the people trying 
to Bramble from hootches to their shel- 
ter! before the bombs dropped," Young 
•aid. 


Young explained that the attitude of 


"wasting Vietnamese" for kicks was per- 
vasive among Gls he came into contact 
with. 


"Our standing order was that if we 


were ambushed out on patrol, we were to 
burn the next village we came to," be 
•aid. 


Young paused. He looked out onto Us 


new world, but his mind was back in 
Vietnam and bis tongue moved and 
strange sounding Asian names rattled 
forth. Names of villages and hamlets he 
had seen the war touch were evoked like 
a litany of combat composed during his 
tour of duty. 


He dM not stay in the battle lor long. 


Just months after arriving, he was cap* 
tured while assisting a band of Laotians. 


DESPITE THE conduct of Ms com-

"Sure some people got knocked 


around. I spent almost a year in solitary 
confinement for things, like hitting 
guards or smarting off during question- 
ing," he said. 


COL. GUY'S accusations were dropped 


but not before one enlisted man shot 
himself to death in an act some believe 
was precipitated by Guy's charges'. 


Prison and the unsubstantiated mis- 


conduct charges behind him, Young said 
his future is uncertain. He has been bar- 
red from further military, even though 
the charges were thrown out. 


"I hope to finish school and go on to 


become a lawyer. Through all of this I 
learned more about poor people, I be- 
came sensitive to their problems and I 
know the-problems of persons whose 
rights have been abused. I'd like to help 
correct this if I can." 


A STUDENT NOW. he took a truck 


driving job while awaiting'a Pentagon 
decision on Guy's charges and another 
set of allegations made by another offi- 
cer. 


He has made a few speaking engage- 


ments, talking mostly about amnesty. 
Few rallies are held anymore. While not 
alone, he Is part of a miniscule minority 
clamoring to be heard on issues which 
"peacetime" America yearns to forget. 


rades, Young stuck stubbornly to his be- 
lief in the war, but the things he was 
shown by his captors — "the subhuman 
enemy" — changed that. 


"They carried me, gave me medicine. 


The Viet Cong brought me on a stretcher 
for days from one detention camp to an- 
other," Young added. 


"The bornlw and napalm had destroyed 


whole villages and burned out entire for- 
ests. We went through areas that looked 
like the face of the moon because of 
bomb craters." 


"We were more than a mile from some 


B-52 strikes, but we could still feel the 
concussion and clumps of dirt lucked up 
by the explosion. It was really depress- 
ing," he added. * 


Once in prison he was able to learn 


about the Vietnamese people and see 
how they lived. "Few Gls ever got close 
to the people because of the hostility, but 
I was able to and I learned quite a bit." 
It was the renewal of full scale bombing 
in North Vietnam that triggered the anti- 
war statements. 


"BEFORE THE WAR we had been 


taken through Hanoi to see museums and 
look at the city. They did it to help re- 
lieve tension in the camp. Later when 
the bombs began to fall, I knew the 
areas that had been hit. 


"They were dropping bombs in primar- 


ily residential areas, with many children. 
Those people never had a chance," he 
said with eyes reflecting the knowledge 
of thousands of persons killed during the 
U.S. protective reaction strikes. 


But while he saw destruction, he also 


saw kindness — not from the U.S. or its, 
allies but from his Vietnamese captors. 


"No man was ever left to die. There 


were some guys in our group who could 
have died real easy, • but they worked on 
them and they pulled through." 


Young and other enlisted men began to 


make statements against the .war in re- 
sponse to the things they saw. Their 
POW colleagues tagged them with the 
nickname "The Peace Committee" and 
just four months after their return from 
captivity a year ago and despite a Penta- 
gon directive against it, Air Force Col. 
Theodore Guy charged them with a vari- 
ety of misconduct charges. 


THE CHARGES .shocked many war- 


weary Americans, but Young said he ex- 
pected it. He breaks sharply with the sto- 
ries of POW life told by other former 
prisoners. He refers to most, all but "the 
eight," as "liars" and "hypocrites" and 
debunks their reports of constant torture. 


"White we stuck to the statements we 


.made against toe war while we were in 
prison, once we were released, the others 
claimed they were forced to make anti- 
war statements under threat of torture," 
he said. 


"They changed their stories once they 


got out. Well I guess that's up to them, 
but I think they are hypocrites. 


"They also told of torture, but some of 


them took what might have happened 
during their first few weeks and 
stretched it out. to make it sound like the 
.punishment lasted all the time, but that's 


just not true.

Capital gains offer break—to a point 


EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the fourth of 


five articles providing guidelines on how 
to prepare, and perhaps save money on, 
your lt73 federal income tax. The mate- 
rial comes from the Commerce Clewing 
H«ise of Chicago, an authority on tax 
law. 


Securities, household furnishings and a 


personal residence or automobile are 
"capital assets" to which a tax-saving 
capital gain and loss provision applies. 


Gain on this kind of property is taxable 


as a capital gain, which may be granted 
favorable treatment by the tax law. 
How- 


ever, the use of loss on this kind of prop- 
frty to reduce the tax bill is subject to 
limitations. 


Gain from a sale or exchange of prop- 


erty is income in the difference between 
the amount realized and the "adjusted" 
cost or other basis of the property. Gains 
on sales or exchanges of "capital assets" 
held for more than 6 months are given 
beneficial tax treatment. 


If the asset was held for 6 months or 


less, any gate or loss is termed a short- 
term capital gain or loss. If the asset 
was held for more than 6 months, any 
gain or loss is a long-term gain or loss. 


A SO per cert deduction is allowed for 


the excess of a net long-term capital gain 
over a net short-term capital loss.

exchanges of capital assets are deduc- 
tible to the extent of capital gains plus 
up to $1,000 or ordinary income. How- 
ever, it takes $2 of a long-term capital 
loss to offset $1 of ordinary income. A 
short-term capital loss or a long-term 
capital loss carryover from a pre-1970 
year can nevertheless offset ordinary in- 
come up to the $1,000 limit on a dollar- 
for-dollar basis. 


AFTER THIS $1,000 is used up, any 


unused net capital losses remaining may 
be carried over indefinitely to future 
years until exhausted. A loss carryover 
is treated as long-term or short-term de- 
pending upon its origin, The amount of a 
carryover of long-term capital loss sus- 
tained in a taxable year beginning in 
1970 or thereafter does not include any 
part of the long-term loss that was used 
to offset ordinary income on a $2 of loss 
for $1 of deduction basis. 


Where a husband and wife file joint 


returns, their capital gains and losses 
are combined in computing their tax. 
They may deduct no more than $1,000 of 
capital loss from ordinary income on a 
joint return. On separate returns, each 
may deduct no more than $500. 


WIDOWS, WIDOWERS and heads of 


household can take advantage of special 
income tax rules 


Widows or widowers can continue to 


pay the rates applying to joint returns 
for two years after their spouse's death. 


Heads of households pay on a schedule 


of rates that are midway between those 
of an individual filing a separate return 
and a married couple filing a joint re- 
turn. 


An unmarried widow or widower 


whose spouse died in 1971 or 1972 and 
who maintains a household as the princi- 
pal place of abode of a dependent child 
or stepchild will be taxed on the 1973 re- 
turn at the same rates imposed on a 
married couple filing joint, if at the time 
of the spouse's death, the couple was en- 
titled to file a joint return, 


An individual is a head of household if 


he or she is unmarried at the end of the 
year, is not a surviving spouse, and 
maintains a home for at least one child, 
including a stepchild, grandchild, foster 
child, or an adopted child, even though 
such child, if unmarried, is not a depend- 
ent, or any other related person for 
whom the qualifying individual is en- 
titled to a deduction for an exemption, 
unless the deduction arises from a mul- 
tiple support agreement. He or she must 
also furnish more than one-half of the 
cost of maintaining the household. 


A TAXPAYER is also a head of house- 


hold if he maintains for his mother or 
father, or both, a household which is 
their home even though the taxpayer 
lives elsewhere. However, the parent 
must have less than $750 gross income, 
and the taxpayer must have contributed 
over one-half of the parent's support.

not drop and in fact were raised by vir- 
tue of the fact that the instructor was 
allowed to view himself through the eyes 
of those he was instructing.

for these rewards; a group composed of 
administrators alone, or, as is now the 
case, a group composed of faculty, stu- 
dents and administrators as is the case 
with the faculty evaluation system. Mr. 
Powell stated that the "primary workers 
of a school are the students." If Mr. 
Powell truly believes this, then he is in- 
credibly naive. The student is not the 
worker in this system, it is the instruc- 
tor, the administration and even the 
board of trustees who work for the stu- 
dents. To reduce it down to its most vul- 
gar terms, the student pays for the ser- 
vice of education which the school, as a 
system composed of faculty and adminis- 
trators, gives him. To have a voice in 
directing your own education is all this 
whole thing is about. 


Perhaps the faculty feels threatened 


by ideas like this and perhaps they 
should, because I as a student do not 
want inferior quality services being giv- 
en to me by a teacher, a politician or a 
shoe salesman.

There is no justice when the disabled 


and elderly cannot be assured of a finan- 
cially worry free life and yet see others 
who are either too lazy to work or be- 
cause of their own unconcerned acts of 
irresponsibilities are still allowed to be 
parasites on the country. They get food 
stamps, free medical and dental care, 
free recreational trips for their children, 
free transportation to some jobs, etc. 


Also, many of the part-time free 


leaders are making their places of em- 
ployment dens of thieves and violence.

Even 
in those early days when the fire dis- 
tricts were first established, I can re- 
member having many problems with the 
residents in the unincorporated areas, 
and it surprises me that these problems 
still exist How can anyone set a value on 
an emergency service' When you need 
them in a hurry, you'd pay a million dol- 
lars and when you don't need them, they 
should still maintain that same value. If 
your emergency equipment was never 
used and rusted in the barns, you'd be 
way ahead of the game, Elk Grovers. 


Three years ago I had to make use of 


the ambulance service as a result of a 
serious home injury my wife suffered, 
and several times in the past two years 
the fire department ambulance has had 
to transport my aged grandmother who 
still resides in Elk Grove to St. Alexius 
Hospital. On behalf of myself and all of 
my family, our sincere gratitude is ex- 
tended to Chief Hulett and Ms men for 
expedient and very professional services. 


The capability of snap judgments and 


decisions is one of the most important 
requirements for the job of fire chief of 


any town. A sad case such as this very 
often overshadows the other 99.9 per cent 
of the time when this "snap" decision 
making has saved a life or someone's 
valuable property. Chief Hulett has 
shaped the Elk Grove Fire Department 
into one of the nation's finest. Don't let it 
get away.

The Boulevard of Broken Dreams was

The survivors included a pair of 


champs. Palatine's Lon Marchel pulled 
off a stunning pin in the semifinals and 
went on to dominate the 155-pound class 
and Maine East's Ron Grant turned back 
an old rival in the finals to reign at heav- 
yweight. 


Other local qualifiers were Mike Bryan

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Four area champions in rugged Elgin wrestling meet

It was rated by many as the toughest 


sectional in the state. 


And Elgin pretty much lived up to its 


billing Friday and Saturday. The state 
title aspirations of such powerhouses as 
DoKalb, West Chicago, Glenbard West, 
St. Charles, West Aurora, Naperville, 
Wheaton Central, Elgin and Addison 
Trail all but disappeared in a pool of 
sweat, blood and tears at the qualifying 
tournament hosted by the Maroons over 
the weekend. 


DeKalb brought in a 14-1 dual meet 


record and seven district qualifiers and 
had just a pair of them left when it was 
over. West Chicago was 19-1 with five 
entries at the beginning and had just one 
youngster still alive at the end. 


Glenbard West capped a perfect 18-0 


dual meet campaign by capturing dis- 
trict honors and bringing seven qualifiers 
to Elgin. Only two made it through. Na- 
perville similarly won their own district 
and qualified eight but exactly none of 
them made it through. 


Addison Trail, after a 10-2 season and 


a district title, also lost all five qualifiers 
at this sectional and hosting Elgin only 
pulled one of five out the right end. 


For Wheaton Central, district champs 


at Glenbard West with seven qualifiers, 
the casualty list numbered five and for 
Upstate Eight conference champ West 
Aurora the attrition rate was 100 per 
cent. St. Charles was trimmed down to 
two qualifiers, meanwhile, and even 
Glenbard North, fresh from a Tri-County 
loop championship, saw their number 
dwindle from four to one. 


The final team standings showed De- 


Kalb as a wiener but Downers Grove 
North headed up the more important sur- 
vival list. And among the other schools 
who could count themselves high on this 
latter list were ail three Mid-Suburban 
League clubs; Elk Grove, Schaumburg 
and Conant.

No one, except perhaps the manipula- 


tors who are busy price-fixing, is certain 
what the prospects are for summer rec- 
reational possibilities. 


But one thing is certain: Enough 


people believe that the fuel "crisis" will 
continue so that there is lagging interest 
in buying big boats, motor homes or 
travel trailers. 


The impact of buyer reluctance was 


neatly illustrated on national television 
the other day when a dealer in full-size 
used cars said: "We almost can't give 
these sleds away." 


1 do not grieve for General Motors. Ex- 


cept that they have totally shattered any 
illusions I might have had about their 
international importance. If you can't 
stand up to Exxon, then you are definite- 
ly in second place — clout-wise. 


I do grieve for my friend at the local 


gas station, an Independent, for he may 
not survive the "crisis." And I am sorry 
for the dealers in recreational vehicles 
and boats. Many of (hem have already 
taken the bath. Of those that remain, 
many will not be able to weather another 
season under existing conditions. 


Bill Kervin is executive director of the 


Chicagoland Recreational Vehicle Deal- 
ers Association, and he reaffirmed what 
many people have felt all along: That 
the "crisis" is actually a manipulation of 
gigantic proportions and that as soon as 
the price is right, there will be plenty of 
gasoline. 


The dealer's association put their ac- 


tion where they felt they could prove a 
point. They loaned a motorhome to a 
newlywed couple for a Florida vacation. 
With no advance instructions or "inside 
information.'1 the young pair left Chicago 
in the motorhome, spent two weeks driv- 
ing to and returning from Miami, and 
never once encountered any difficulty 
buying gasoline — once they were out of 
the Chicago metropolitan area! 


Even in Miami, Kervin said, the couple 


d r o v e into gas stations, ordered 
"fill'er'up" and they never refused. Near 
Disneyworld, gas stations are open seven 
days a week. 


We also talked about comparative fuel 


consumption with Kervin, who Is cur- 
r e n t l y publicizing the association's 
Camping and Travel Show, beginning 
Friday at Arlington Park.

proximately the same miles per gallon 
as a '73 or 74 car equipped with today's 
pollution emission control devices driving 
at 50 to 55 miles per hour." Having test- 
ed virtually every kind of RV, from mo- 
torhomes to pickup campers and' travel 
trailers, I know this to be true. A 25-foot 
Discoverer motorhome last summer ac- 
tually got better mileage than my Bonne- 
vine Pontiac. 


The recreational vehicle dealers are 


victims of the fear that the fuel shortage 
may not change this year. As a result, 
they still have stocks of vehicles on their 
lots that ordinarily would have been sold 
last summer or fall. 


A too-brief summary of a typical deal- 


er's position is this: He, like you or me, 
buys a vehicle, from the manufacturer, 
with bank financing. When he resells it, 
he pays off his loan. If he doesn't sell it, 
it sits on his lot, and he continues to pay 
high interest on the loan. Eventually he 
reaches a point where it is better for him 
to sell the vehicle and get his money 
back then to try to hold on for the usual 
12 to 18 per cent profit. 


Thus, when you read the newspaper 


ads that offer you a recreational vehicle 
or a large boat "at dealer cost," for once 
you probably are being offered a rare 
bargain. Never before has the buyer 
found himself more in the driver's seat. 
Let us not kid ourselves. There is nothing 
altruistic in the of'er. It is a matter of 
survival. 


But, and it has been written here be- 


fore, if you have been yearning for a 
travel trailer or molorhomc, you will 
never have a better chance to buy one at 
your price, on your terms. 


The problem, of course, is that if the 


gasoline shortage doesn't end soon, you 
will be the proud owner of a great play- 
house for the kids, or a spare bedroom 
sitting beside the garage.

ings. He misses his owners, the family 
routine and his usual physical comforts. 
He may go on a hunger strike and can 
even become depressed, making his re- 
covery much slower. 


But if surgery has been performed, the 


family pet might need special care avail- 
able only at an animal hospital. Food 
and medication might have to be admin- 
istered by tube or injection, procedures 
not understood by most pet owners. A 
surgical opening also needs time to heal 
— time better spent in the hospital under 
the close observation of a veterinarian. 


Once the healing process is well under 


way, an increasing number of veter- 
inarians are recommending that recov- 
ery be completed at home. In a recent 
article in the National Humane Review, 
Dr. Worth Lanier, an Alabama veter- 
inarian, listed guidelines for pet owners 
to follow in order to insure complete re- 
covery at home. 


The three basic recommendations are: 


keep the pet closely confined in comfort- 
able surroundings; note and record any 
undue symptoms and follow the veter- 
inarian's instructions exactly. Fresh wa- 
ter should be made available, and most 
veterinarians appreciate a daily call 
from the owner to be sure the animal is 
recovering rapidly.

Sanitary landfill 
proposal stalled 
over annexation 


by JOE FRANZ 


Buffalo Grove officials said no further 


consideration will be given to the con- 
troversial sanitary landfill proposed for 
Lake County until the landowners show 
the village can legally annex the proper- 
ty. 


The Soo Line R.R. this week said it 


will not allow the village to annex a por- 
tion of its right-of-way as a means of ad- 
joining the landfill with the village. Such 
contiguity is a legal requirement of an- 
nexation. 


In a letter to Trustee Clarice Rech, 


chairman of a special committee that 
studied the landfill proposal, George T. 
Bergren, director of real estate for the 
Soo Line wrote, "We do not wish to in- 
clude our property in the proposed an- 
nexation." The landowners had proposed 
annexing a 3,000-foot strip of the railroad 
tracks. 


ALTHOUGH NO REASON was given 


in the letter for the Soo Line's refusal, 
Bergren had previously told The Herald 
railroad officials are reluctant to enter 
into agreements for annexation of its 
right-of-way. "Our general corporate pol- 
icy on matters of this nature is not to 
take a position one way or the other," he 
said. 


Mrs. Rech Monday night told the rest 


of the village board she feels the land- 
owners were remiss in not checking with 
the Soo Line before bringing the landfill 
proposal to the village. Officials have 
emphasized it is the landowner's, not the 
village's, responsibility to arrange for 
contiguity of the property. 


Bergren, when contacted by The Her- 


ald about three weeks ago, said the Soo 
Line had not received a formal request 
from the landowners for annexation of 
the right-of-way. The railroad was not 
aware of the proposal until Mrs. Rech's 
recent inquiry, he said. 


SINCE THE RAILROAD has refused 


to allow its property to be annexed, the 
only land that could connect the landfill 
with the existing village would be a near- 
by Commonwealth Edison Co. easement. 


Although Commonwealth Edison has 


Indicated a willingness to work with the 
village, its easement may be too narrow 
to make annexation legal. The easement 
is only 210 feet wide and officials said 
law requires it to be at least 300 feet. 


The village board Monday night de- 


cided to defer further discussion on the 
landfill until the contiguity question is re- 
solved. Board members said further dis- 
cussion would be pointless If the village 
cannot legally annex the property.

Village, residents 
weigh proposal 


The proposed sanitary landfill near 


Buffalo Grove brought considerable dis- 
cussion from both the village board and- 
concerned citizens of a nearby subdivi- 
sion Monday night. • 


The board, at its regular board meet- 


ing, considered a report and recommen- 
dation from a special committee which 
recently studied the landfill proposal. 
The committee recommended that the 
village turn down annexation of the land- 
fill. 


About 20 residents of Horatio Gardens, 


an unincorporated subdivision .near the 
landfill, showed up at the meeting to 
voice opposition to Buffalo Grove's an- 
nexation of the property. 


Before the meeting even got under 


way, Trustee Randall Rathjen asked why 
the village board was considering the 
matter before it was reviewed by the 
plan commission. In most cases, the plan 
commission reviews annexations first 
and then makes a recommendation to the 
village board. 


VILLAGE PRES. Gary Armstrong 


said normal procedure was deviated 
from because of the complex issues in- 
volved with annexation of a landfill. Be-

tiguity can be accomplished. One way 
would be by persuading property owners 
between the proposed landfill and the vil- 
lage to allow annexation of their proper- 
ty.

The board agreed only to consider the 
suggested policy and it is slated for pub- 
lic discussion for the first time at tomor- 
row's school board meeting. The meeting 
is scheduled to begin at 8 p.m. in the 
administration building, 999 W, Dundee 
Rd., Wheeling. 
.Supt. Kenneth Gill has indicated that 
the board may take action on the policy 
at the meeting. The measure has.been 
reviewed by lawyers for the district, the 
first step taken by the school board be- 
fore adopting any policy. 


THE COMMITTEE of Concerned Par- 


ents of Dist. 21 recently completed a pre- 


liminary survey of a sample of nine text- 
books, supplements and sets of study 
prints being used hi the district to sup- 
port their contention that sexist mate- 
rials exist in local schools. The com- 
mittee has also requested that the dis- 
trict make its own formal survey. 


The committee defines sexism as "so- 


cial factors, pressures placed on human 
beings, learned behavior, attitudes and 
expectations that define people according 
to their sex."

The Dist. 21 school board is the first in 


the area to be approached by a parent 
group formally requesting a policy on the 
use of sexist materials. However, all ma- 
terials, to'.which the local group objects 
are used in many-other school districts. 
The committee has emphasized that 
Dist.

cism only because their children are in 
local schools.

About 160 mothers in Palatine and 


Rolling Meadows are bringing works of 
art to elementary classrooms in Dist.

The school board several weeks ago 


threatened to cancel the contract with 
the installer of the system. Teraptron 
Inc., unless the company made the sys- 
tem operational by Feb. 15. 


Although the system still wasn't func- 


tioning at Field School by the deadline, 
the school board agreed to postpone plac- 
ing Temptron in default until a con- 
sulting engineer for the district sub- 
mitted his final report on the system. 


It appears unlikely now that the school 


board will take any legal action against 
Temptron. Dist. 21 Assistant Supt. John 
Barger said yesterday the system is 
working at all schools, despite a few mi- 
nor problems. 


"This is a sophisticated system," Bar- 


ger explained "It isn't something you 
can just turn on with a switch. It's work- 
ing now and all that's left is a matter of 
fine tuning " 


The system, designed to monitor 


schools with electronic sensors to pre- 
vent fires and vandalism, has already 
detected and reported boiler failures at 
several local schools. Motion sensors at 
Alcott School last weekend indicated chil- 
dren on the roof Pobce were contacted, 
but were unable to apprehend the kids, 
Barger said.

Depends on zoning by Park Ridge 
Township may get go-ahead 
to purchase Oakton School

Maine Township officials may get an 


indirect nod tmorrow on their plans to 
spend more than $200,000 to buy Oakton 
School In Park Ridge for their offices- 


The Park Ridge Zoning Board of Ap- 


peals is scheduled to hear a rezoning 
request from a Wilmette builder to devel- 
op the 5.5-acre site at 2100 Oakton Ave. 
The builder has pledged to pay $600,000 
for the land which includes the school 
building if the zoning is changed so that 
condominiums can be built. 


Park Ridge Elementary School Dist. 64 


is required to sell the property to the 
highest bidder, if it is sold to a private 
party, but it can negotiate a iower selling 
price if the purchaser is another govern- 
mental unit. 


IF THE NEW zoning is granted, the 


school district would probably sell the 
land to a private developer. 


A spokesman for the school district 


told The Herald that school officials have 
pledged to put the open land that sur- 
rounds the school back on the tax rolls. 


School custodians weigh

of Des Plaincs Elementary Schools is 
considering possible affiliation with the 
Illinois Education Assn. 


Edward Crestoni, president of the Cus-

The space center, located at Triton 


College, is a new concept in planetarium 
theaters, according to a college spokes- 
man. In addition to the traditional star 
program, the viewer also can observe 
the depths of the oceans or the changes 
in the earth's surface. 


The center offers educational pro- 


gramming for elementary school classes, 
including topics in astronomy and the 
earth sciences. Each teacher receives a 
teacher's guide describing program out- 
lines, suggested classroom activities and 
additional local resources. 


The CMA is the first non-teacher group 


In the area to seek membership in the 
IEA- Previously IEA membership was 
limited to teachers' unions. 


The union president said his group de- 


cided to seek "other alternatives" to an 
independent association after problems 
in negotiatons with the Dist. 62 adminis- 
tration , 


"We negotiated for eight months last 


year and subjected ourselves to federal 
mediation two years in a row," he said. 


As affiliates of the teachers' associ- 


ation, the CMA would have the benefit of 
IEA representation at the bargaining 
table, according to Crestoni. He said his 
group would also have access to IEA le- 
gal services. 


John Pacay president of the Des 


Plaines Education Assn., said his group 
has had "some discussion" with the 
CMA. The teachers' association is al- 
ready an affiliate of the IEA. 


Pacay said the CMA affiliation with 


the DPEA would be "in name only." 


"If they join our local, it would be an 


associate membership. They would still 
have separate dues and separate con- 
tract bargaining," he said.

unteer RTA Des Plaines office at 1479 
Ellinwood. Mrs. Richard D'Hondt, presi- 
dent of the league will be the speaker.

Township officials have appeared be- 


fore the Park Ridge City Council to de- 
tail their plans for the facility. 


THE MOVE TO buy the school building 


has created a noticeable rumble amongst 
some township government observers. 


Township officials have indicated that 


the new facilities would be purchased 
with federal revenue sharing funds over 
a four-year period. 


Some township residents suggested the 


thought of spending that much money 
represents a boondoggle of gigantic pro- 
portions- 


However, others have noted that the 


massive transfusion of revenue sharing 
funds have apparently breathed new life 
in the township and the building would 
be utilized for new programs. 


The township officials cite plans for 


new and enlarged programs in the areas 
of senior citizens, youth, mentally re- 
tarded and library services as an ex- 
ample of their government of the future. 


HOWEVER, even some lower level 


township officials admit that the new of- 
fices will mean little if the new programs 
are not instituted. 


"To buy that building and keep the 


present services would be ridiculous," 
one official admitted. 


The township presently rents space at 


2510 Dempster St., Des Plaines. Offices 
which had been spread throughout the 
township, were recently consolidated at 
that address. 


M a i n e Township Assessor James 


Paries said that purchasing the building 
would cause no new increases in taxes to 
area residents. He explained the facility 
would be paid for with federal revenue 
sharing money. 


The cost of operating the larger quar- 


ters might be a great deal more than the 
township presently spends. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS estimate that it 


cost about $12,000 each year to provide 
heat, light, water and telephone for the 
school facility. 


A final decision on what happens to 


Oakton School is expected to be made 
later this month by school district offi- 
cials.

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Are YOU for day-care center? 


At last check, the city council's munici- 


pal development committee planned on 
calling for a vote on the day-care ordi- 
nance at Monday's council meeting. Op- 
position to the ordinance is strong and it 
looks questionable whether it will pass. 


If you care — one way or the other — 


now is the time to call, write or stop your 
alderman while he's (she's) shoveling 
show and let them now how you feel. 


One 1st Ward alderman contends that 


all the people in his ward are against the 
ordinance. Are you? Let him know, be- 
cause both of your aldermen are ex- 
pected to vote against it. 


One 6th Ward alderman insists that the 


day care ordinance will open the door to 
other commercial businesses moving into 
residential areas — such as home beauty 
shops or dog grooming businesses. He's 
wrong. A residential day care center 
allowed under the ordinance only sets a 
precedent for other day care centers and 
has no influence on whether other busi- 
nesses are special use in residential 
neighborhoods. He too is convinced the 
people in his ward don't want centers in 
their neighborhood. You've got one now, 
6th Ward. Is it a problem or is it creat- 
ing a nuisance? Let him know. 


LET ALL OF THEM KNOW. All the 


public concern that was shown when the 
city code and judiciary committee 
drafted the ordinance has disappeared. 


My children are out of the day care 


center stage. But I used one for three 
years out of necessity. I know what it's 
like to need a day care center that will 
pick up your kindergartener at noon and 
take care of him until you get home. I 
know how frustrating it is to find a cen- 
ter which will look after or 7-year-olds 
for those few hours between school and 
when Mom comes home from work. Do 
you know? If so, let them know. 


Passage of the ordinance will not 


create a day care center on every block. 
Day care is a low profit business (l to 2 
per cent is average); it takes a special 
kind of person to put up with the hassles 
that go with the business. 


IF A CENTER wants to move in next 


door to you, you have every opportunity 
to comment pro or con before it will be 
permitted. The zoning board will be 
required to hold public hearings on each 
center and you can be sure aldermen 
will listen carefully to their constituents 
before approving the special use of a 
center in a residential area. 


Federal guidelines on day care centers 


state that they should be allowed as a 
"permitted" use in residential areas and 
a special use in commercial areas. The 
reason behind the recommendation is 
that children are safer and feel better in 
a residential setting. 


I couldn't agree more. I've said it be- 


fore and will say it again — probably for 
the last time — we welcome schools and 
churches in our neighborhoods, why not 
day care centers? 


They are nothing more than little 


schools for little people.. 


We say children are our most precious 


commodity, why don't we treat them 
that way? 


What happens to this ordinance is your 


responsibility. If you don't stand up now 
and be heard, don't complain about its 
eventual fate.

Universal Oil Products, Martin is presi- 
dent of the William L. Kunkel Real Es- 
tate Co., Botte is the former head of a 
citizens group which opposed the con- 
struction of low-and moderate-income 
housing. Sherwood is the former presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce 


Martin, who once served on the city 


council, was chairman of the special 
committee. 


ONE OF THE main recommendations 


made by the special commission study 
was to create the permanent panel. It is 
expected the commission will be asked to 
study the need for a special inspection 
team to investigate sneak conversions of 
single-family homes into roominghouses 
and other code violations. 


It has also been suggested that the 


commission review the city codes and 
study all forms of federally subsidized 
housing programs.

It was the low-income housing issue 


that sparked the call for a special com- 
mission. Several citizens' groups had ar- 
gued both sides of the issue before the 
council agreed to establish the commis- 
sion.

district already has an assigned FM ra- 
dio frequency which it uses to commu- 
nicate with maintenance vehicles. He 
said, "I think we could install radios 
in the buildings without a great addition- 
al expense."

Long hours of work break up series of industrial burglaries 


by JERRY THOMAS 


In the movies, it's all quick action and 


glory and the cop never catches cold, 
gets bored or lonely, or carries his lunch 
in his pocket. 


But, Elk Grove Village police know a 


different story. It's one that's filled with 
long hours of surveillance, no days off 
and over eight months of covert in- 
telligence work that finally paid off. 


Police Lt. William Kohnke said the in- 


side story of an arrest seldom hits the 
papers. Yet the background story of the 
arrests Monday and yesterday of a gang 
of burglars who were using the Elk 
Grove Village Industrial Park as a sup- 
ply center for stolen office machinery 
they were marketing deserves to be told, 
said the lieutenant. 


It's not a flashy story, or one sparked 


by thrilling escapades, rather it's a story 
of long tedious patroting on foot and by 
car. For most of the policemen, it meant 
working after their shift and on their 
days off, 


LT. KOHNKE, who set up the system 


of surveillance, said it involved about 85 


per cent of the force working after shift 
hours and putting in long days so the 
village would still have police protection 
during the special stakeouts in the indus- 
trial area, 


"We saturated the industrial area with 


marked cars. The burglaries dropped but 
didn't stop. In addition to the marked pa- 
trols, we put men in unmarked cars on 
the streets and had several officers walk- 
ing around buildings, covering parking! 
lots and nearby areas on foot. In addition: 
to the on-the-street patrol, with the coop-" 
oration of several plants, we placed stake 
out men inside," said Kohnke. "The 
burglars kept hitting us and always 
seemed just a step away. 


"So we waited and waited. That's the 


hard part, keeping morale up and con- 
vincing the men and yourself that six 
months of walking muddy streets, get- 
ting rained on and snowed on and mak- 
ing up excuses for a cover story would' 
bring results. 


"Sometimes it seemed all we were 


catching was'a cold," he said. 
• 


Technicians in the department were 


busy also. After each burglary, teams of 


policemen combed the area and plant. 
With each shred of evidence gathered, 
we started building up a case and gath- 
ering physical evidence we can now 
use," Kohnke said. "-In some cases, it 
was no more than a 'hair caught in the 
Venetian blind of a broken window," he 
.added.

Lt. Kohnke said some of the $100,000 


worth of office machinery has been re- 
covered, but much of It may never be. 


Stealing office machinery is a regular 


racket. The demand for office machinery 
is high. A gang will form their own com- 
pany that leases the stolen machines to 
anyone that wants them., 


Some firms don't ask questions, most 


of the time they just want to rent ma- 
chines and get replacements when they 
are out of order. 


II9HT MONTHS OF undercover surveillance and car 
paid off when Elk Grove Village police arrested a group 


and foot patrol in the Elk Grove Village Industrial Park. of office-machine burglars. 
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Lt. Kohnke said very few companies 


keep serial number records of office 
equipment they own. "When we pick up 
burglars with stolen merchandise, only if 
a plant can positively identify the equip- 
ment by serial' number does it mean a 
good arrest for us and the return of the 
equipment to the company." 


The police department offers an identi- 


fication service to homeowners and busi- 
nesses. Engraving pens are available at 
the police department and businessmen 
are urged to mark their property for 
easy identification in case of theft.

village's new obscenity ordinance, which 
may send Miss Jones and her devil pack- 
ing. 


The ordinance is plain and simple cen- 


sorship. It is the hammer village officials 
"acting in the best interest of the 
people," can hold over the collective 
heads of theater owners, bookstore 
proprietors and even the guy at the cor- 
ner drug store with his monthly supply of 
girly magazines. 


I THINK it's time for the people of Elk 


Grove Village to decide whether they 
really want to be censored — if they 
want a board of trustees, village presi- 
dent, manager, police department or 
anyone else to decide for them what's 
good, bad, clean, dirty, permlssable or 
obscene. 


Do you sit back and allow a small 


group of men and women to judge? I've 
already heard from those who not only 
welcome it but encourage it — plug my 
ears with cotton, blindfold my eyes and 
get rid of the damn stuff before I know it 
exists. 


Yet I wonder If those aren't some of 


the same people that despise a system of 
communism — as we know it — because 
those in power have the ability to control 
what is seen, heard, read and said. Is it 
realty 
so farreaching to compare 


"democratic censorship" to any other 
form of control? 


EXAMINE SOME of the arguements in 


favor of the ordinance: 


• Village officials do not have the final 


say. The determination will be made in 
the courts by a judge. 


1 have observed a number of judges 


preside in court. I would hate to have 
some — repeat some — of those highly 
regarded jurists decide what appeals to 
my prurient interest. 


Their definition of obscenity is based 


on their background, their experience, 
their sense of right and wrong, as is 
yours or mine. Regardless of how object- 
ive they attemp to be, their personal 
taste has to Influence their decision. 


The public winds up with one person 


dictating what is obscene — without pol- 
ling the people in the village, without 
even knowing the community. The judge 
is acting on the information supplied by 
village officials. I'm beginning to wonder 
if they are in touch with what the people 
of Elk Grove want. (Our calls are run 
nlng about 5 to 1 against the ordinance.) 


• Village officials are preventing the 


Elk Grove Cinema from becoming a 
showcase for X-rated films. 


I don't doubt that they are. At the 


same time, do they need to take on that 
responsibility. History just doesn't sup- 
port the presumption that the only thing 
to be shown at that theater will be 
X-rated movies. A couple of R-rated 
films have made their way to the screen 
in the past six months but X-rated films 
are a rarity at the Cinema. 


It is ironic that the theater owner re- 


coups his losses from all those clean- 
clear-through family flicks by showing 
spicier fare. I had to laugh with one 
Elk Grove man who called this week and 
reported: "The Devil in Miss Jones" was 
bad but not as bad as "Son of Flubber." 


• The village is only trying to protect 


the people. 


God save us from those out to protect 


us. I don't think "protective parent" is 
the role that should be assumed by elect- 
ed officials. And I think placing the 
people of the village into the role of 
"those who need protecting" is an insult. 


Several people who attended "Miss 


Jones" this weekend told our reporter 
that they were there to take a stand 
against censorship. Other people have 
written to the theater owner. Still others 
have called here and complained. The 
people that should be called are those 
that sit on the board. Public officials re- 
act to public pressure but if they don't 
get feedback hey can't gauge if they are 
truly representing the'people. 


• Elk Grove is unique. 
I get the impression that when you 


cross the border into Elk Grove every- 
thing is supposed to turn emerald green 
(or lily white) and trees dance around 
the streets singing about wonderful wiz- 
ards. 


Come on. 
Is Elk Grove so parochial, so removed 


from the rest of the world? What is it — 
a restricted country club or a place to 
live, grow and be happy. 


ONE LAST WORD: I'm hardly an 


X-rated movie buff. I've seen two in my 
life, considered one a waste of money 
and the other very good. I also don't care 
what the Elk Grove Cinema or any other 
theater around here plays. There are 
enough shows available to give people a 
choice and if they're all showing garbage 
I'd just as soon play bridge. 


The point is not what a film is rated or 


even if it is pure, unadulterated, 8-mil- 
limeter pornography, but whether or not 
a private businessman has the right to 
show what he wants to show and whether 
people have a right to see what they 
want to see.

Packed house hears alternative plans 
Forest View decision seen March 11 


The High School Dist. 214 board of edu- 


cation faced a packed house as it began 
discussion of possible boundary changes 
to relieve overcrowding at Forest View 
High School. 


Board members, Monday night, told 


the overflow crowd which gathered in the 
board meeting room that they will con- 
tinue discussing the proposed .boundary 
changes at a meeting next Monday night 
and hope to make a final decision on the 
location of the Forest View attendance 
boundary March 11. 


The Dist. 214 administration presented 


the following basic plans for boundary 
shifts: 


• Mount Prospect Elementary Dist. 57 


students living south of Weller Creek 
would be shifted to Prospect High 
School. 


• Dist. 57 students living south of Well- 


er Creek and east of WeGo Drive would 
be shifted to Prospect, leaving the other 
Dist. 57 students south of Weller Creek in 
Forest View. 


• Shift students in Elk Grove Town- 


ship Dist. 59 living south of Algonquin 
Road and east of Busse Road to Elk 
Grove High School. That shift would in- 
clude the Devonshire area of Des 
Plaines. 


THE ADMINISTRATION'S recommen- 


dations provided that in all cases, except 
the one involving only students east of 


WeGo, only incoming freshmen would be 
required to change schools. Students who 
have already started at Forest View 
would be allowed to graduate there. 


Members of the audience, primarily 


from the Des Plaines area, told the 
board that they would object to having 
their children transferred out of Forest 
View High School. The entire Des 
Plaines area was shifted from Forest 
View to Elk Grove High School in 1966 
and then back, to Forest View in 1970. 


A spokesman for the group said, "For 


once, all the people in our area have all 
their children in one school. We'd like to 
become established in that one school." 


In addition to the recommendations 


presented last night, board members 
asked the district administration to look 
into the possibility of placing the north- 
ern boundary of the Forest View attend- 
ance along Golf Road west to Meier 
Road, sending some Dist. 59 students, as 
well as the Dist. 57 students, to Prospect 
High School. 


In addition, board President Gene Ar- 


temenko asked the administration to con- 
sider the possibility of shifting some stu- 
dents into Wheeling High School in the 
northern part of the district. Wheeling 
has had only about 2,100 students since 
the district's newest school, 
Buffalo 


Grove, opened this fall.

Dist. 59 covers most of Elk Grove Vil-

giving district administration officials 
the authority to post no trespassing signs 
at district schools. 


Policy committee chairman, Erwin 


Poklacki, said the sign at Einstein would 


be a "temporary measure, and not a pol- 
icy of the board." 


POKLACKI SAID he will check with 


the district's legal counsel to find what 
legal implications and responsibilities 
would be involved if Dist. 59 posted a 
sign reading ''no unauthorized loitering" 
at one school only. 


Poklacki said the policy committee is 


also looking into a change in the board's 
policy manual concerning board mem- 
bers accepting gifts or services. "We 
think such an item is very relevent at 
this time and should be in the policy 
manual," he said. 


Poklacki added that the committee will

Ex-Hoffman trustee Gibson 
sentenced to 1 year in jail

Herbert C. Gibson was sentenced to 


one year in prison and three additional 
years on probation yesterday for his role 
in the Hoffman Estates zoning bribery 
scandal. 


He appeared yesterday efore U.S. Dis- 


trict Court Judge Frank McGarr. 


Gibson, 46, of 1816 Jamestown Circle, 


Hoffman Estates, is to surrender to fed- 
eral marshals March 20 to begin serving 
his sentence. 


The time he has spent for treatment of 


alcoholism in Downey Veterans Hospital 
at Great Lakes Naval Station will be sub- 
tracted from his federal sentence. Gibson 
committeed himself last November. 


Alcoholism and a resulting "lack of 


judgement" were cited by Gibson as con- 
tributing factors in his acceptance of 
bribe money in 1968. In exchange, favor', 
able zoning was granted Kaufman & 
Broad Homes Inc. (K4B) for the Bar- 
rlngton Square development. 


GIBSON, A FORMER village trustee, 


was Indicted In October with two former 
mayors, three other former trustees, 
K&B, and lt« former attorney, Bernard 
Peskln. All were charged In a $100,000 


bribery scheme. 


Peskin is to face trial April 22. All the 


former village officials charged have 
pleaded guilty and have been sentenced 
to jail, K&B pleaded no contest. 


Gibson has been an alcoholic 20 years, 


with his condition worsening over the 
past 10 years, said Mrs. Mildred Peters, 
public defender. He has voluntarily com- 
mitted himself to Martha Washington 
Hospital, Chicago, four times, and last 
November went to Downey. He has been 
under a treatment program since then, 
and has not had freedom to leave the 
hospital as he wishes, said Mrs. Peters. 


MRS. PETERS said Gibson had shown 


"great fortitude" in maintaining an "un- 
blemised" record, other than in the 
Kaufman and Broad case, while suffer- 
ing from alcoholism "and what is ob- 
viously a lack of judgement." 


Gibson himself offered an apology "to 


the people of Hoffman Estates for the 
violation of their trust." But he added he 
"did nothing in October 1968 which I 
would not do today, relative to zoning." 
He described the zoning ordinance for 
Barrlngton Square as "a good ordinance 
in October 1988 and it is a good ordi- 
nance today."

Palatine officials are planning to poll 


15 property owners in a special election 
they hope will result In the annexation of 
the proposed Ramada Inn, Countryside 
Mall, Buehler YMCA and, eventually, the 
Countryside apartment complex. 


Village Atty. Bradley Glass has been 


directed by the village board to draw up 
an ordinance calling for the annexation 
election. The ordinance will be presented 
to the board at its March 25 meeting. 


Fifteen properties along the north side 


of Northwest Highway between the Pala- 
tine Golf Course and the Countryside 
apartment complex will be involved in 
the annexation election. In addition to 
the proposed Ramada Inn, Countryside 
Mall and Buehler YMCA, these parcels 
include Uncle Andy's Cow Palace, the 
Greenhouse Restaurant, Parksite Garden 
Center, Master Campers. Inc., a gas sta- 
tion, small office building and some 
single-family homes. 


THE DATE for the annexation election 


will be set by the Cook County Circuit 
Court following the filing of the village's 
adopted ordinance with the court and a 
public hearing. 


Glass estimated the election would be 


scheduled within 60 to 90 days following 
the village's adoption of the ordinance. 


Approval of the annexation would only 


require a majority vote of those actually 
voting on the matter. The 15 property 
owners are the only eligible voters. 


Approval would mean the proposed Ra- 


mada Inn on a 5^-acre parcel at North- 


west Highway and Quentin Road could 
be constructed. The project is being block 
ed from development in unincorporated 
Palatine Township because of the denial 
of a zoning change request by the Cook 
County Zoning Board of Appeals. 


"The board felt a motel didn't belong 


there," said Paul Marcy, secretary for 
the Cook County Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals. One reason, according to Marcy, 
was the homes bordering the site to the 
east" and north, and a large vacant par- 
cel south of the land is also zoned single- 
family, The rezonlng would open up the 
area to commercial development, Marcy 
said. 


DESPITE THE county's denial of the 


zoning, the village board on Monday 
unanimously agreed to a preannexation 
agreement between John Bakos, the de- 
veloper of the proposed Ramada Inn, and 
the village. 


The preannexation agreement would 


permit the construction of the 4^-story 
hotel with an adjacent banquet room and 
restaurant when it becomes part of the 
village. 


"They have been stopped in the county

The annexation is beneficial to the vil-

Inflation offsets city's revenue hikes

Spiraling costs of'goods and services 


apparently will eat up most of the small 
rise in revenues expected for Rolling 
Meadows next year. 


A tentative budget package for fiscal 


1974 indicates that although the city may 
be getting nearly" $3.5 million in funds, 
rising salary costs coupled with inflation- 
ridden service and material costs may 
rule out/expenditures for new equipment 
and additional personnel in the fire and 
police departments. 


The additional revenues are expected 


to amount to about $157,150, or a 5 per 
cent increase, and are expected to come 
from increases in sales tax, income tax 
rebates and various license fees.

Ex-Hoffman trustee Gibson 
sentenced to 1 year in jail

Herbert C. Gibson was sentenced to 


one year in prison and three additional 
years on probation yesterday for his role 
In the Hoffman Estates zoning bribery 
scandal. 


He appeared yesterday efore U.S. Dis- 


trict Court Judge Frank McCarr. 


Gibson, 46, of 1816 Jamestown Circle, 


Hoffman Estates, is to surrender to fed- 
eral marshals March 20 to begin serving 
his sentence. 


The time he has spent for treatment of 


alcoholism In Downey Veterans Hospital 
at Great Lakes Naval Station will be sub- 
tracted from his federal sentence. Gibson 
com mil teed himself last November. 


Alcoholism and a resulting "lack of 


judgement" were cited by Gibson as con- 
tributing factors in his acceptance of 
bribe money in 1968, In exchange, favor- 
able zoning was granted Kaufman & 
Broad Homes inc. (K&B) for the Bar- 
rington Square development. 


GIBSON. A FORMER village trustee, 


was indicted in October with two former 
mayors, three other former trustees, 
K&B. and its former attorney, Bernard 
Peskln. All were charged in a $100,000 
bribery scheme. 


Peskin is to face trial April 22. All the 


former village officials charged have 
pleaded guilty and have been sentenced 
to jail. K&B pleaded no contest. 


Gibson has been an alcoholic 20 years, 


with his condition worsening over the 
past 10 years, said Mrs. Mildred Peters, 
public defender. He has voluntarily com- 
mitted himself to Martha Washington 
Hospital. Chicago, four times, and last 
November went to Downey. He has been 
under a treatment program since then, 
and has not had freedom to leave the 
hospital as he wishes, said Mrs. Peters. 


MRS. PETERS said Gibson had shown 


"great fortitude ' in maintaining an "un- 
blcmiscd" record, other than in the 
Kaufman and Broad case, while suffei- 
ing from alcoholism "and what is ob- 
viously a lack of judgement." 


Gibson himself offered an apology "to 


the people of Hoffman Estates for the 
violation of their trust." But he added he 
"did nothing in October 1968 which I 
would not do today, relative to zoning." 
He described the zoning ordinance foi 
Bar ring ton Square as "a good ordinance 
in October 1968 and it is a good ordi- 
nance today." 


Anton Valukas, assistant U S attorney 


prosecuting the case, disputed Gibson's 
claim to an unblemished record. "Evi- 
dence would establish that (the Kaufman 
and Broad zoning case) was not the first 
time Mr. Gibson took money in Hoffman 
Estates in his role as trustee," said Valu- 
kas. 


And he contested Mrs. Peters state- 


ment that Gibson was only peripherally 
involved in the zoning bribery "There 
were meetings in which amounts of mon- 
ey were discussed, how much Kaufman 
and Broad would have to pay," said 
Valukas, who added that Gibson was pre- 
sent for those meetings. Gibson was in- 
volved from the beginning, said Valukas. 
The US. attorney also noted other de- 
fendants volunteered to cooperate in the 
investigation long 
before indictments 


were delivered. 


Gibson was the only defendant of the 


six former village officials to plead in- 
nocent. He later pleaded guilty to two 
bribery charges, and one each of con- 
spiracy and filing a false income tax re- 
turn. 


He originally was indicted on 11 bribe- 


ry counts, plus the conspiracy and tax 
charges. 


Gibson was a village trustee from 1965 


to 1969.

Action on 'Olde Schaumburg' deferred 


Formal action adopting Schaumburg's 


revised sign ordinance and the proposed 
Olde Schaumburg Centre was deferred 
by village trustees last night. 


Joint meetings of the .village board and 


plan commission have been scheduled 
for March 19 to discuss the new sign or- 
dinance and,,on April 2 to review Olde 
Schaumburg Centre, a proposed historic 
distnct approximately one quarter mile 
in each direction from the intersection of 
Schaumburg and Roselle roads. 


Both ordinances have been in prepara- 


tion by the plan commission for the past 
year. 


In a Feb. 15 letter, R L. Larson, presi- 


dent of the Greater Schaumburg Assn. of 
Commerce and Industry, said he repre- 
sents 80 member businesses in objecting 
to the revised sign ordinance. 


LARSON SAID chamber members be- 


lieve the proposed maximum height re- 
striction of 12 feet is too severe as well 
as recommended setbacks and regu- 
lations for bringing non-complying signs 
into line. 


"The chamber recommends a max- 


imum height limitation to be set at 30 ft.," 
Larson's letter said. 


He explained that chamber members 


are concerned that signs that might re- 
sult from the new ordinance could ob- 
struct the view along roadways since 
they would be at eye level. He also asked 
that setbacks be varied according to 
areas in the village. 


Larson said the chamber recommends 


a maximum of 100 square feet in area 
for free-standing signs, with no minimum 
setback. 


Chamber members also asked that a 


provision be included in the ordinance al- 
lowing non-conforming signs to remain 
for the minimum time allowed under 
depreciation rules for tax purposes or a 
maximum of five years, whichever is 
greater.

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Village hopes 
to cash in on 
old newspapers 


Old newspaper has become a valuable 


commodity, and the Village of Hoffman 
Estates hopes to cash in. 


Starting April l, residents of the vil- 


lage will be urged to bundle all old news- 
papers and place them at the curb along 
with their other garbage on their normal 
g a r b a g e collection days. Scavenger 
crews will man two trucks — one for 
garbage and another for newspapers. 


The old papers will be taken to a re- 


cycling plant for sale at a price ranging 
from m to $40 per ton, which is ex- 
pected to offset the cost of the extra 
truck and crew and is hoped to yield a 
profit. 


The program is not mandatory, and 


residents will not be forced to separate 
their garbage. 


THE VILLAGE board this week ap- 


proved initiation of the paper recycling 
program on a test basis. The goal for the 
program is two months, after which cost- 
profit figures are to be analyzed to deter- 
mine whether to continue. If costs sig- 
nificantly outstrip revenue during the 
two months, the test period may be 
shortened. 


Although definite cost figures are not 


yet available, Browning-Ferris (Barring- 
ton Trucking), which holds the village 
scavenger contract, is estimating cost at 
WO per hour for the second truck and two 
men. During the first week of the test, 
arid possibly the second, Browning-Ferris 
has agreed to bill the village no more 
than Is collected from the sale of news- 
papers, even If this is lower than the 
hourly rate would require. 


Under a proposal from Browning-Fer- 


ris, the papers would be sold at the Mel- 
rose Park Recycling Center for $32 per 
ton. The center Is a division of Browning- 
Ferris. However, Village Mgr. George 
Longmeyer said he has since learned 
Container Corp., Chicago, is paying $40 


per ton, and the papers will be taken 
there instead. A truckload is nine tons. 


If Container Corp. purchases the vil- 


lage papers, residents will be permitted 
to include magazines, "paper bags, wet or 
colored paper, and paper cartons. The 
Melrose Park center accepts only news- 
papers, and they must be dry. If Melrose 
Park is used, residents will be asked not 
to put the paper out on rainy days, but to 
save it an extra week. 


ALTHOUGH HE VOTED to approve 


the program, Trustee Dyrle Rathman 
questioned the chances of breaking even, 
much less realizing a profit. He esti- 
mated a 10-to 11-hour rental day for the 
truck and crew, which would make the 
daily cost $400 to $440. At a selling price 
of $32 per ton, the village would receive 
only $288 revenue per truckload, said 
Rathman. At those figures, each resident 
of the village'would have to contribute 18 
pounds of newspaper per week to pay 
expenses, he said, predicting some resi- 
dents would not bundle their papers. 


Trustee Diane Jensen said 18 pounds 


per week per home is not unreasonable, 
and added the national average is 20 
pounds per day. The former environmen- 
tal committee chairman, Mrs. Jensen 
was the only trustee voting against the 
program. She later said she felt more 
research was needed and other scaven- 
gers should have been allowed to bid on 
the collection. 


Longmeyer and Trustee William Cow- 


in, who introduced the proposal, first 
asked for a one-or two-week test pro- 
gram. Mayor Virginia Hayter suggested 
a fair test would require at least two 
months. And she noted the revenues for 
the first week may not provide an accu- 
rate picture of what can be expected lat- 
er, since some residents can be expected 
to save their paper through March in an- 
ticipation of the program. 


Fire district wrapup 
Radio equipment 
bid opening set 


Bids will be opened at the fire district board's March 20 


meeting on communications equipment for the third fire hall, 
which is to be the main district headquarters and dispatch 
center. The district also is soliciting bids on darkroom equip- 
ment. Photography is to be used in training firemen and in 
the Fire Prevention Bureau, as well as in preserving a record 
of fire damage or arson evidence. 


Bids already have been received for two fuel storage tanks 


at the third fire hall site, but they were much higher than the 
district anticipated. Deputy Chief Edward Kalasa reported 
Wednesday night he had been told the price for two 1,000 
gallon tanks would be about $1,700. One tank is to be for 
gasoline, and the other for Diesel fuel. But the two bids re- 
ceived were $4,904 and $5,167. The higher bid included a 
clause requiring the district to agree to accept any price 
Increases which might result from an unstable economy, em- 
phasizing the delivery price is subject to change. Delivery 
was promised in 15-18 weeks. 


Kalasa is to solicit more bids, with alternative quotes 


on buying only one tank.

Carsello hits opponents9 leadership 
Committeeman candidate 
raps local Dem 'inactivity' 


A "white paper" report to Schaumburg 


Township registered Democrats detailing 
"party inactivity" for the past nine years 
was issued this week by committeeman 
candidate John J. Carsello. 


In a cover letter statement, Carsello 


said the white paper was being mailed 
"so my two opponents can stand publicly 
on their true record." 


Carsello is opposing incumbent John F. 


Morrissey, who has held the township 
post since 1969. William Holmes, a veter- 
an member of the township Democratic 
organization, Is running as a write-in 
candidate, Carsello and Morrissey are 
Schaumburg residents; Holmes lives in 
Hoffman Estates. 


THE WHITE PAPER says Carsello's 


opponents "boast of their long-time lead- 
ership" in the party but it notes that the 
organization has allowed eight Republi- 
can victories since 1965 when the GOP 
assumed control of the township board of 
auditors, 


The paper traces the history of "Demo- 


crats do nothing" back to 1967 when the 
GOP supported a Hoffman Estates coali- 
tion slate resulting in a victory for 
Trustee William Cowin, the only Republi- 
can on the ticket, through, the second 
GOP capture of the township board in 
1969 under a national party label. 


It also notes the Republican takeover 


in Hoffman Estates in 1969 when the 
Democrats split, filed two coalition slates 
and lost; it also mentions 1971 GOP vic- 
tories in Hanover Park and again in 
Hoffman Estates. 


The white paper tells of 11 Republican 


demands made in Schaumburg in 1971, 
which "included dumping Mayor Robert

dumping two trustee candidates to be re- 
placed by GOP regulars.

Schaumburg lemainded free of national 
party control while Democratic lead- 
ership ignored threats to Schaumburg," 
the report continues.

his father's campaign. 


THE PAPER ALSO talks of the 1973 


township election when "three indepen- 
dents challenged the GOP, losing by 1% 
votes per precinct while the Democrats 
do nothing." Also mentioned are 1973 vic- 
tories again in Hoffman Estates, where 
"the incumbent Republican mayor (Fred 
Downey) was dumped" and a GOP split 
occurred in Hanover Park resulting in 
independent candidates winning office. 


"Since 1965 there have been eight wins 


for the GOP and for the Democrats — 
nothing," according to the release. 


"He (Morrissey) says he 'quietly does

storm ripped shingles from three sides of 
the four-unit building in which he lives.

There was a tot of 
siding Hying around," said Moskal. 


Dorothy Derrig, owner of another unit 


in the building, confirmed Moskal's infor- 
mation and said she was experiencing 
heating problems due to the lack of sid- 
ing and disruption of insulation. 


BUT NEITHER said they were willing 


to report the damage to Levitt & Sons' 
Schaumburg office. 


Both Moskal and Miss Derrig are 


among a group of unit owners now con- 
sidering filing a lawsuit against Levitt 
and Sons. The group contends that Levitt 
personnel have been "inattentive and un- 
sympathetic" to a number of problems 
which should be covered in a one-year 
warranty period. 


"We definitely think the siding prob- 


lem should not have occurred and we in- 
tend to make proper repairs," said Rob- 
ert Brandwein, a Levitt attorney. ' 


Tom Franklin, regional service man- 


ager, said repairs on the building began 
yesterday and will be completed today. 
"But some of the people in that building 
told our field service people they could 
not make the repairs," Franklin added. 
He explained that the buildings are un- 
der control of an owners' association that 
requires that exterior repairs be made 


BRANDWEIN SATO his firm has re- 


ceived "one or two similar complaints" 
following last weeks' storm, but noted 
that the Bryn Mawr Court building dam- 
age was not reported directly. 


"I did receive word from our New 


York office that someone called there to 
report damage to a Schaumburg house 
where siding blew off but no name was 
given," Brandwein said. 


Both Brandwein and Robert Craig, of 


Levitt & Co., expressed willingness to 
make needed repairs but said they feel 
they are being "harassed by a few 
people" in the subdivision. 


"Believe me, these owners are not suf- 


fering from neglect on our part," said 
Craig. 


"We are making every effort to help 


these owners but they won't cooperate 
with us," said Craig, explaining that he 
has even offered to send service people 
out on Sundays. 


Brandwein said he recently called Miss 


Derrig to inquire if problems she bad re- 
ported were being repaired. "She said 
she didn't want to talk to me," he com- 
mented.

Robert A. Napoli, a communications spe- 
cialist with the FCC. Napoli explained 
the FCC restricts certain frequency 
bands for police departments, and others 
for fire departments. But separate gov- 
ernmental units may apply for per- 
mission from the FCC for cooperative 
use of radio equipment. 


If all departments are part of the same 


municipal government, said Napold, they 
may, if they wish, apply for licensing un- 
der provisions for local government ra- 
dio services. Under that section one or 
more common frequencies are used in all 
municipal radio operations, including 
such areas as water and streets depart- 
ments- 


Municiplaities sometimes chose to 


combine radio services to save money 
and to provide better service to their en- 
tire jurisdiction, he. said. Disregarding 
legalities, Selke feels it would be unwise 
to combine dispatchers. 


"I HAVE NOTHING against police dis- 


patching, but I feel in the best, interests 
of our fire service, our dispatching 
should be done only by our own people, 
because the police are not oriented to our 
mode of operation," said Selke. 
•He cited the importance of firemen 
having "immediate and constant contact 
with our base station in emergency or 
crisis situations," and,noted the .police 
are likely to be busy with toeir own com- 
munications needs in the same 'situ- 
ations. 


Helming said he was aware of the FCC 


provisions , for combining radio dis- 
patching, but he feels it could be dan- 
gerous to do so. Both police and fire de- 
partments use code" numbers to signify 
types of emergency calls, he said. In 
some cases, the same numbers designate 
different situations for fire departments 
than they do for police. 


While the problems of jargon and code 


numbers .could be overcome, Henning 
said a more serious difficulty stems from 
the very nature of departmental radio 
communications. 


POLICE RADIO dispatchers1 generally 


average about two to three minutes total 
time for • each call, Henning said. A 
'request for service is received and re- 
layed to a patrol car immediately. Radio 
communications generally end., when the 
car arrives at the scene, or after infor- 
mation requested by the officer assigned 
has been transmitted. 


When a fire department answers a call 


for ambulance service, the radio is in 
use an-average of 10 to* 15 minutes. Am- 
bulance personnel relay information on 


the patient's condition to the dispatcher, 
the dispatcher relays it to a hospital and 
the hospital responds, again via the dis- 
patcher- 


If the call is for a fire, the dispatcher 


may 'be monitoring or transmitting radio 
'traffic for a matter of hours, Henning 
said. This requires more concentrated at- 
tention for extended times with often 
large numbers of vehicles using the radio 
waves. 


Henning believes the two kinds of dis- 


patching work will not mix. 


Although the village's consultant urged 


combining the two, Mayor Virginia Hay-, 
ter said yesterday Selke's judgement- 
could be the right one. 


MAYOR HAYTER termed Selke's 


comment that police are not geared for 
fire department dispatching "a true 
statement." But she said it does not 
mean police department communications 
could not be changed. The mayor empha- 
sized recommendations in the national 
loss report are, at *his 'time, simply rec- 
ommendations, and should not be pre- 
sumed as final decisions.

HENDRICKS SAID he proposed the 


plan as "a little extra service" that 
could be offered by the village to its resi- 
dents. A similar discount plan, but with a 
Jan. 31 cutoff date, had been in effect un- 
til 1970. when it was discontinued to 
bring hi additional revenue. At the time, 
it was estimated that the village could 
add $26,000 to its tills. Since then, the 
number of autos registered in Mount 
Prospect has risen. 


Hendricks said when the discount was 


offered previously, "I took advantage of 
it. When it wasn't available, I waited un- 
til the last minute." 


Part of the rationale behind the dis- 


count, he said, would be to relieve the 
finance department of processing the 
flood of last-minute forms. 


However, Scholten said, offering the 


vehicle stickers at a lower cost before 
Dec. 31 would simply "make it worse. It 
would compact the paperwork to one 
month rather than spreading it out over 
2!'i," he said. 


HENDRICKS' proposal is not likely to

Female police cadet bears a big responsibility

first female police cadet, is aware of 
her responsibilities.

Joyce Bruzzini is the first person to 


admit that being the first female police 
cadet in Mount Prospect is a big respon- 
sibility. 


"I know it's on my shoulders to break 


tlie ice for other girls to get on the force 
and I'm aware of the responsibility I 
have," Joyce said. By the same token, 
the long-haired, dark-eyed brunette is 
emphatic in showing her willingness to 
accept the challenge, "It makes me 
•proud to know I have the job and the 
responsibility that goes with it." 


Joyce, 18, has spent one week working 


in the Mount Prospect police department 
as a part-time cadet, One of three cadets 
now serving on the force, Joyce is the 
first girl to be accepted in the program, 
which got underway in June. 


: A full-time student at Harper College 
in the criminal justice department, Joyce 
learned about the cadet program when 
Mount Prospect Police Chief Bert Gid- 
dens came to the school last month to 
address a law enforcement class., 
. "The chief said there were openings in 
the program so two days later I went to 


apply. The chief interviewed me and told 
me more about the program and we had 
a very informal talk, He asked me when 
I would be available to start working and 
he gave me the job." 


HER DUTIES have not yet been fully 


outlined to her, but Joyce, a Mount Pros- 
pect resident, said she wants to get to 
know something about all the depart- 
ments. For a start, she is working in the 
office filing vehicle stickers. She also 
hopes to be exposed to other areas, in- 
cluding the investigations unit. 


"I want to get to know as much as 


possible so I can be of help to everyone," 
Joyce said. "I'm most, interested in the 
youth department because that's where 
Ed like to work later on." 


Joyce said her decision to go into po- 


lice work stemmed from her desire to 
"help people." Her main interest is in 
the field of corrections where,she would 
like to work with juvenile girls. 


"We always hear a lot about boys who 


are juvenile delinquents; but not much is 
ever said about girls and they have cor- 
rections problems, too," Joyce said. 
, 


"I want to help people and I think the 


corrections field is where people can best 


JOYCE HAS SOME definite feelings 


about .the problems women face in be- 


coming law enforcement officials. She is 
opposed to certain requirements which 
are based purely on physical consid- 
erations such as height and weight min- 
imums for persons who want to become 
police officers. 


"Physical characteristics should be ir- 


relevent. It's what's inside a person that 
counts," Joyce said. "I think it's unfair 
to bar people who want to work and help 
others just because they don't meet 
height or weight requirements. I'm only 
5 ft. 4 in. and I know I wouldn't want to 
be * discriminated against because of 
height." 
, 


Joyce won't have to face the problem 


of meeting those requirements for at 
least another three years. Between now 
and her 21st birthday (the minimum age 
for police officers) Joyce plans to finish 
her college education and earn a degree 
in law enforcement. 


AFTER COMPLETING her studies al 


Harper, Joyce hopes to continue at West- 
ern Illinois University, which has a pro- 
gram in law enforcement administration.' 


Joyce feels the cadet program is sup 


' plemeriting her education. "'This is an ex- 
cellent job for me because it gives me a 
chance, to learn what actually goes on in 
,a'police department. Everyone has been 
very: helpful to me so far and I really 
love it. No two days are ever' the same." 


Joyce isn't the only one pleased with 


her work. Chief Giddens said the young 
cadet is doing a fine job. "I'm very 
pleased with Joyce. She's been very im- 
pressive to me and she has been most 
enthusiastic." 


GIDDENS SAID depending on budget 


allocations, he would like to hire another 
cadet to bring the force up to four. He 
added that there is a good possibility the 
next cadet could also be a female. 


The department's other two cadets are 


Bruce Mazurkiewicz, who started last 
June, and Sam Spina, a graduate of Har- 
per who became a cadet several days 
before Joyce.. Mazurkiewicz and Spina 
are both full-time cadets. 


Joyce realizes that being a police offi- 


cer has certain drawbacks. "I know that 
being .associated with the police could 
make same people feel uneasy with me, 
but S3 far all my friends have been very 
good and encouraging. My family is also 
very excited for me and my younger 
brother and sister are very proud of me. 


"I know that since I've gotten this job, 


I'll probably find out who my real friends 
are; but if people accept me for what I 
am, I can't ask for anything more."

Park districts look toward merger

The Arlington Heights and Mount Pros- 


pect park districts have taken the first 
step to cool off the "border wars." 


A tentative agreement 
has 
been 


reached for honoring one district's pool 
passes in the other district, according to 
Thomas Thornton, Arlington Heights 
Park District director. 


He said the plan, that would take effect 


this summer, is "the first tentative'step 
to a possible merger of the districts and 
their services." 


THE FULL working agreement must 


be approved by both park boards before 
it takes effect. 


Thornton said the Mount Prospect dis- 


trict has suffered recently by devel- 
opments disannexing that district in or- 
der to become part of Arlington Heights 
or other villages. 


Park districts, as separate taxing bod- 


ies, often do not share a common bound- 
ary with villages. As new deveopments 
and subdivisions come into villages, the 
differences in the borders can become 
more pronounced. 


The Mount Prospect Park District goes 


into portions of Des Plaines and Elk 
Grove Village as well as parts of Arling- 
ton Heights. 


THE ARLINGTON Heights plan com- 


mission for example, is now asking de- 
velopers to disannex other districts in fa- 


vor of the Arlington Heights district as a 
condition of approval. 


Thornton said this practice would af- 


fect Mount Prospect parks because of its 
extensive overlapping borders. Some 
park officials have termed these dis- 
annexation procedures as "land grabs."

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Court ruling 'doesn't end need9: Walsh 
Village to continue efforts 
for low-income housing

Arlington Heights must continue Us ef- 


fort to provide a limited number of hous- 
ing units for tow and moderate-income 
persons. Village Pres. Jack Walsh said 
last night. 


Speaking at a meeting of the Arlington 


Heights Chamber of Commerce, Walsh 
said lust Friday's court decision that 
turned down a low-income housing pro- 
posal next to St. Viator High School 
should not be interpreted as an end to 
the need to provide housing for low wage 
earners. 


"There is a tendency to mix the deci- 


sion on this particular case with an atti- 
tude toward the issue," Walsh said. "It 
is my position to implement the policy of 
the village in this regard," he added. 


TWO YEARS AGO, the village board 


adopted a policy of providing 50 units of 
low. and 150-250 units of moderate-in- 
come housing in Arlington Heights. 


"This is a purpose we should strive 


for. It is a very modest number in terms 


of the total number of housing units in 
the village. 


"We cannot in a collective way contin- 


ue to disregard and exclude the problem 
from our minds," Walsh said. 


The Arlington Heights Housing Com- 


mission was established to implement 
the village board's housing goals but so 
far no low-rent housing has been pro- 
vkled in the village. 


Walsh said officials are continuing 


their search for a suitable site for 119 
units of federally subsidized housing for 
senior citizens. He termed senior citizens 
housing the "apple pie and Boy Scout 
part of the low-income housing issue." 


TRUSTEE DAVE GRIFFIN, also in at- 


tendance at last night's chamber of com- 
merce meeting, pointed to rent supple- 
ments as the most likely way for Arling- 
ton Heights to fill its self-made housing 
quota. 


A recent survey of apartment com- 


plexes in Arlington Heights shows that 
many have vacancy rates as high as 10- 


12 per cent, Griffin said, adding that 
"the interest of the apartment owners 
and the interest of the village may mesh 
under a rent subsidy program." 


The housing commission is currently 


exploring the feasibility of using rent 
subsidies to place low-income tenants in 
existing apartment developments, 


IN OTHER MATERS, Walsh told the 


local business leaders that private in- 
vestment must be forthcoming before the 
village will spend public money on a 
downtown parking garage. 


A lack of parking 
downtown 
is 


frequently pointed to as an impediment 
to redevelopment in the central business 
district. 


"The village cannot justify much more 


investment without a commitment of pri- 
vate capital to a major project," Walsh 
said. "The alternative would be to come 
in with urban renewal, or some other 
kind of federal program, and I don't- 
think we're at that point," he said.
